There can be but one answer. It is the 
very abypane we are now to consider. The 
key that opens that problem will unlock to 
the world the fairest halt of this republic, and 
free the halted feet of thousands whose "eyes 
are already kindling with its beauty. Better 
mang hy cm it will open the hearts of brothers 

y years estranged, and clasp in lasting 
iene ek million hands now withheld in 
‘ othing, sir, but this problem and 
the suspicions it breeds, hinders a clear under- 
ne ag ered perfect union. Nothing else 
us, and such love as bound 
Georgia and Massachusetts at Valley Forge 
and Yorktown, chastened by the sacrifices at 
Manassas and Gettysburg, and illumined with 
the coming of better work and a nobler destiny 
than was ever wrought with the sword or 
sought at the cannon’s mouth. 

If this does not invite your patient hearing 
tonight—hear one thing more. My people, 
your brothers in the south—brothers in blood, 
in destiny, in all that is best in our past and 
future—are so beset with this problem that 
their very existence depends on its right solu- 
tion. Nor are they wholly to blame for its 
presence. The slave ships of the republic 
sailed from your ports—the slaves worked in 
our fields. ¥ou will not defend the traftic, nor 
I the institution. But I do hereby declare that 
in its wise and humane administration, in lift- 
Ing the slave to heights of which he had not 
dreamed in his savage home, and giving hima 
happiness he has net yet found in freedom-— 
our fathers left their sons a saving and excel- 
lent heritage. In the storm of war this insti- 
tution was lost. Ithank God as heartily as 
you do that humar slavery is gone 
forever from the American soil. But the 
freedman remaius. With him a problem 
without precedent or parallel. Note its ap- 
paling conditions. Two utterly dissimilar 
races onthe same soil—with equal political 
and civil rights—almost equal in numbers, but 
terribly unequal in intelligence and responsi- 
bility—each pledged against fusion—one for a 
century in servitude to the other, and freed at 
last by a desolating war—the experiment 
sought by neither, but approached by both 
with doubt—these are the conditions. Under 
these, adverse at every point, we are required 
to carry these two races in peace and honor to 
the end. 

Never, sir, has such a task been given to 
mortal stewardship. Never before in this re- 
public has the white race divided on the 
rights of an alien race. The red man was cut 
down as a weed, because he hindered the way 
of the American citizen. The yellow man 
was shut out of this republic because he is an 
alien and inferior, The red man was owner 
of the land—the yellow man highly civilized 
and assimilable—but they hindered both sec 
tions and are gone! But the black man, af- 
fecting but one section, is clothed with every 
privilege of government and pinned to the 
soil, and my people commanded to make good 
atany hazard, and at any cost, his full and 
equal heirship of American privilege and 
prosperity. It matters not that every other 
race has been routed or excluded, without 
rhyme or reason. It matters not that wherever 
the whites and blacks have touched, in any era 
or in any clime, there has been irreconcilable 
violence. It matters not that no two races, 
however similar, have lived anywhere at any 
time, on the same soil with equal rights in 
peace! In spite of these things we are com- 
manded to make good this change of Ameri- 
can policy which has not perhaps changed 
American prejudice—to make gertain here 
what has elsewhere been impossible between 
whites and biacks—and to reverse, under the 
very worst conditions, the universal verdict of 
racial history. And driven, sir, to this super- 
humari task with am impatience that brooks 
no delay—a rigor that accepts no excuse—and 
a suspicion that discourages frankness and sin- 
certity. Wedonotshrink from this trial. It 
is so interwoven with our industrial fabric 
that we cannot disentangle it if we would—so 
bound upin our honorable obligation to the 
world, that we would notif wecould. Can 
we solve it? The God who gave itjinto our 
hands, He alone can know. But this the 
weakest and the wisest of us do know; we 
cannot solve it with less than your tolerant 
and patient sympathy—with less than the 
knowledge that the blood that runs in your 
veins is our blood—and that when we have 
done our best, whether the issue be lost or 
won, we shall fee] your strong arms about us 
and hear the beating of your approving heart 

The resolate, clear-headed, broad-minded 
men of the south—the men whose genius made 
glorious every page of the first seventy years 
of American history—whose courage and for- 
titude you tested in five years of the fiercest 
war— whose enorgy has made bricks without 
straw and spread splendor amid the ashes of 
their war wasted homes—these men wear this 
problem in their hearts and; their brains, by 
day and by night. They realize. as you can 


what this problem means—what they owe ) 
<a 'gentient and responsible in every fibre, can 


to this kindly and dependent race— 
the measure of their debt to the world 
in whose despite they defended and main- 
tained slavery. And though their feet are hin- 
dered in its undergrowth, and their march 
encumbered with its burdens, they have lost 
neither the patience from which come clear- 
ness, nor the faith from which comes courage. 
Nor, sir, when in passionate moments is dis- 
closed to them that vague and awful shadow, 
with its lurid abysses and its crimson stains, 
into which I pray God they may never go. are 
they struck with more of apprehension than is 
needed to complete their consecration: 
Such is the temper of my people. But what 
of the problem itself? Mr. President, wo need 
not go one step further unless you concede right 
here the people I speak for are as honest, as sen- 
sible and as just as your people, seeking as 
earnestly as you would in their place, to rightly 
solve the problem that touches them at eyery 
vital point. If you insist that they are ruftians, 
blindly striving with bludgeon and shotgun to 
plunder and oppress @ race, then I shall sacri 
fice my self-respect and tax your patience in 
vain. Butadmit that they are men of com 
mon sense and common honesty—wisely mod- 
ifying an environment they cannot wholly 
disrevard—guiding and controlling as best they 
can the vicious and irresponsible of either race 
—compensating error with frankness, and re- 
trieving in patience what they lose in passion 
—and conscious ail the time that wrong means 
ruin, admit this, and we may reach an under- 
standing tonight. 
Tne s caiunt ofthe United States ia his 
late message to congress, discussing the plea 
that the south should %e left to solve this prob- 
lem, asks: ‘Are they at work upon it? Ww hat 
solution do they otter? When will the black 
man cast a free ballot? When will he have 
the civil rights that are his?’’ I shall not here 
protest against the partisanry that,for the first 
time in our history in time of peace has stam ped 
with the great seal of our government & stigma 
upon the people of a great and loyal section, 
though I gratefully remember that the great 
dead soldier who held the helm of state for the 
eight stormiest years of reconstruction never 
found need for suct a step; and though there 
is no personal sacrifice I would not make to 
remove this cruel and unjust imputation on 
my peopla from the archives of my emeesey* 
But, sir, backed by a record on every page o 
which is progress, i venture to make earnest 
and respectful answer to the questions that are 
asked. I bespeak your patience, while with 
rigorous plainness of speech, secking — 
judgment rather than your applause, I procee 
step by step. We give tothe world vis year a 
crop of 7,500,000 bales of cotton, worth 345,- 
900,000, and its cash equivalent In grain, 
grasses and fruit. This enormous crop — 
not have come from the hands of sullen — 
discontented labor. it comes Som peace ul!

if education helps, or can help, our problem. | 
Charleston, with her taxable values cut half 
in two since 1860, pays more in proportion for 
public schools tnan Boston. Although it is 
easier to give much out of much than little out 
of little, the south with one seventh of thé tax- 
able property of the country, with relatively 
larger debt, hin, received only one twelfth 
as much of public land, and haying back of its 
tax-books none of the half billion of bonds that 
enrich the north—and though it pays annually 
$26,000,000 to your section as pensions—yet 
gives nearly one sixth of the public school 
fund. The south since 1865 has spent $122,- 
000,000 in education, and this, year is pledged 
to $37,000,000 for state and city schools, al- 
though the blacks paying one thirtieth of the 
taxes get nearly one half of the fund. 

Go into our fields and see whites and blacks 
working side by side. On our buildings in the 
same squad. In our shops at the same forge. 
Often the blacks crowd the whites from work, 
or lower wages by the greater need or simpler 
habits, and yet are permitted because we want 
tobarthem from no avenue in which their 
feet are fitted to tread. They could not there 
be elected orators of the white universities, as 
they have been here, but they do enter there a 
hundred useful trades that are elosed against 
them here. Wehold it better and wiser to 
tend the weedsin the garden than to water 
the exotic in the window. In the south, there 
are negro lawyers, teachers, editors, dentists, 
doctors, preachers, multiplying with the in- 
creasing ability of their race to support them. 
In villages and towns they have their military 
companies equipped from the  armories 
of the state, their churches and societies built 
and supported largely by their neighbors. 
What is the testimony of the courts? In pe- 
nal legislation we have steadily reduced félo- 
noies to misdemeanors, and have led the 
world in mitigating punishment for crime, 
that we might save, as far as possibie, this de- 
pendent race fromits own weakness. In our 
penitentiary record 60 per cent of the prosecu- 
tors are negroes, and in every court the negro 
Criminal strikes the colored juror, that white 
men may judge his case. Inthe north, one 
hegroin every isis in jail—in the south 
only one in 446, In the north the percentage 
of negro prisoners is six times as great as na- 
tive whites—in the south, only four times as 
great. If prejudice wrongs him in southern 
courts, the record shows it to be deeper in 
northern courts. 

I assert here, anda bar as intelligent and 
upright as the bar of Massachusetts will 
solemnly indorse my assertion, that in the 
southern courts, from highest to lowest,plead- 
ing for life, liberty or property, the negro has 
distinct advantage because he is a negro apt to 
be over-reached, oppressed—and that this ad- 
vantage reaches from the juror in making his 
verdict to the judge in measuring his sentence. 
Now, Mr. President, can it be seriously main- 
tained, that we are terrorizing the people 
from whose willing hands eome every year 
71,000,000,000 of farm crops? Or have robbed 
a peopie, who twenty tive years from 
unrewarded slavery have amassed 
in one state $20,000,000 of prop- 
erty? Orthat weintend to oppress the peo- 
ple we are arming every day? Or deceive 
them when we are educating them tothe ut- 
inost liniit of our ability? Or outlaw them 
when we work side by side with them? Or 
re-enslave them under legal forms when for 
their benefit we have even imprudently nar- 
rowed the limit of felonies and mitigated the 
severity of law’? My fellow countryman, as 
you yourself may sometimes have to appeal to 
the bar of human judgmentf or justice and for 
right, give to my people tonight the fair and 
unanswerable conclusion of these incontesti- 
bie facts. 

But it is claimed that under this fair seem- 
ing thereis disorder and violence. This, I 
admit. And there will be until there is one 
ideal community on earth after which we may 
pattern. But how widely itis misjudged. It 
is hard to measure with exactress whatever 
touches the negro. Hishelplessdess. bis iso- 
lation, his century of servitude, these dispose 
us to exphasize and magnify his wrongs. This 
disposition, inflamed by prejudice and parti- 
sanry. has led to injustice and delusion. Law- 
less men may ravage a county in lowaand it 
is. accepted as an incident—in the southa 
drunken row is declared to be the fixed habit 
of the community. NRegulators may whip 
vagabonds in Indiana by platoons, and it 
scarcely arrests attention--a chance collision 
in the south among relatively the same classes 
is gravely accepted as evidence that one 


race is destroying the other. We might as well 
claim thatthe union was ungrateful to the 
colored soldiers who followed its tlag, because

or to accept exceptional grounds as the rule of 
Iam not one of thase who be- 
cloud American honor with the parade of the 
outrages of either section, and belie American 
character by declaring them to be significant 
and representative.

of both sections. but, knowing that society, 
mend and repair until the whole has the 
strength of the best, I despair of neither. 
These gentlemen who come with me here, knit 
into Georgia’s busy life as they are, never saw, 
I dare assert, an outrage committed ona negro! 
And if they did,notone of yon would be swifter 
to prevent or punish. It is through them, and 
the men who think withthem—making nine- 
tenths of every southern community—that 
these two races have been carried thus far with 


less of violence than wonld have been possible 
anywhere else on earth. And in their fair- 
ness and courage and stead fastness—more than 
in all the laws that can be passed orall the 
ayonets that can be mustered—is the hope of 
our future. 
When will the black cast a free ballot? 
W hen ignorance anywhere is not dominated by 
the will of theintelligent. Whenthe laborer 
anywhere casts a vote unhindered by his boss. 
When the vote of the poor anywhere is not in-

This has long been flippantly charged to be 
evidence, and has now been solemnly and 
officially declared to Se proof of political tur- 
itude and baseness on our part. Let us see. 
Tirginia—a state now under fierce assault for 
this alleged crime—cast in 1858, 75 per cent of 
her vote. Massachusetts, the state in which I 
speak, 60 per cent af her vote. Was it sup- 
ression in Virginia and natural causes in 
assachusetts? Last month Virginia cast 69

Other escapes? A congressional election in 


‘New York last week, with the polling place in 
touch of every voter, brought out only 6,000 
votes of 28,000—and the lack of opposition is 
assigned as the natural cause. In a district in 
my state, in which an opposition speech has 
not been heard in ten years, and the polling 
places are miles apart—under the unfair rea- 
soning of which my section has been a con- 
stant victim—the small vote is charged to be 
proof of forcible suppression. In Virginia an 
average majority of 10,000, under hopeless di- 
vision of the minority, was raised to 42,000; in 
Iowa, in the same election, a majority of 32,000 
was wiped out, and an opposition majority of 
8,000 was established. The change of 42,000 
votes in lowa is accepted as political revolu- 
tion—in Virginia an increase of 30,000 on a 
safe majority is declared to be proof of politi- 
cal fraud. I charge these facts and figures 
home, sir, to the heart and conscience of the 
American people, who will not assuredly see 
one section condemned for what another sec- 
tion is excused! 

If I can drive them through the prejudice 
of the partisan, and have them read and pon- 
dered at the fireside of the citizen, I will rest 
on the judgment there formed and the verdict 
there rendered! 

It is deplorable, sir, that in both sections a 
larger percentage of the vote is not regularly 
cast, but more inexplicable that this should be 
so in New England than inthe south. What 
invites the negro to the ballot-box? He 
knows that, of all men,it has promised him 
most and yielded him least. His first appeal 
to suffrage was the promise of “forty acres 
and amule.’’ His second, the threat that 
democratic success meant his re-euslave- 
ment. Both have been proved false iu his 
experience. He looked for a home, and he 
got the freedman’s bank. He fought 
under the promise of the loaf, and in victory 
was denied the crnmbs. Discouraged and de- 
ceived, he has realized at last that his best 
frionds are his neighbors with whom his lot is 
cast, and whose prosperity 1s bound up in his— 
and that he has gained nothing in politics to 
compensate the loss of their confidence and 
sympathy that is at last his best and his en- 
during hope. And so, without leaders or 
organization—and lacking the resolute heroism 
of my party friends in Vermont that makes 
their hopeless march oyer the hills a high and 
inspiring pilgrimage--he shrewdly measures the 
occasional! agitator, balances his little account 
with politics, touches up his mule and jogs 
down the furrow, letting the mad world wag 
as it will! 

The negro vote can never control in the 
south, and it would be well if partisans at the 
north would understand this. I have seen the 
white people of a state set about by black 
hosts until their fate seemed sealed. But, sir, 
some brave man, banding them together, 
would rise, as Elisha rose in beleacuered 
Samaria, and, touching their eyes with faith, 
bid them look abroad to see the very air ‘‘filled 
with the chariots of Israel and the horsemen 
thereof.’”” If there is any human force that 
cannot be withstood, it is the power of the 
banded intelligence and responsibility ofa 
free community. Against it, numbers and cor- 
ruption cannot prevail. 1t cannot be forbid- 
den in the law or divorced in force. It is the 
inalienable right of every free community-— 
the just and righteous safeguard against 
an ignorant or corrupt suffrage. It 
is on this, sir, that we rely 
inthe south. Not the cowardly menace of 
mask or shotgun; butthe peaceful majesty of 
inteliigence and. responsibility, massed and 
unified for the protection of its homes and the 
preservation of its libeity. That, sir, is our 
reliance and our hope, and against it all the 
powers of the earth shall not prevail. It was 
justas certain that Virginia would come back 
to the unchallenged control of her white race 
—that before the moral and material power of 
her people once more unified, opposition 
would crumble until its last desperate leader 
Was left alone vainly striving to rally his dis- 
ordered hosts—as that night should fade in 
the kindting giory of thesun. You may pass 
force bills, but they wil not avail. 
¥ou may surrender your own liberties to 

ederal election law, you may submit, 
fear of a necessity that does not exist, 
that the very form of this government may be 
changed—this old state which holds in its 
charter the boast that ‘‘it isa free and indepen- 
dent common wealth’’—it may deliver its elec- 
tion machinery into the hands of the govern- 
ment it helped to create—but never, sir, will 
asingle state of this union, north or south, 
be delivere again tothecontrol of an igno- 
rant and inferior race. Wé wrested our state 
government from negro supremacy when the 


' federal drumbeat rolled closer to the ballot- 


box and federal bayonets hedged it deeper 
about than will ever again be permitted in this 
free government. But, sir, though the cannon 


| of this republic thundered in every yoting dis- 


trict of the south, we still should find in the 
mercy of God the meansand the courage to 
prevent its re-establishment! 

I regret, sir, that my section, hindered with 
this problem, stands in seeming estrangement 
tothe north. If, sir, any man will point out to 
me a path down which the white people of the 


| south divided, may walk in peace and honor, I 


will take that path though I took it alone—for 
at the end, and nowhere else, I fear, is to be 
found the full prosperity of my section and the 
full restoration of this union, ut, sir, if the 
negro had net been enfranchised, the south 
would have been divided and the republic 
united. His enfranchisement—against which 
I enter no protest—hold the south united 
and compact. What solution then can we 
offer fur the problem? Time alone 
can disclose it to us. We simply re- 
port progress and ask your patience. If the 
problem be solved at all—and I firmly helieve 
it will, though nowhere else has it been—it will 
be solved by the people most deeply bound in 
interest, most deeply pledged in honor to its 
solution. I had rather see my people render 
question lightly solved than to 
see them gather all the spoils over which fac- 
tion has contended since Cataline conspired 
and Cwsar sought. Meantime we treat the 
negro fairly, measuring to him justice in the 
fulness the strong should give to the weak, and 
leading him in the steadfast ways of citizen- 
ship that he may no longer be the prey of the 
unscrupulous and the sport of the thoughtless. 
We open to him every pursuit in°which he can 
prosper, and seek to broaden his training 
and capacity. We seek to hold his confidence 
and friendship, and to pin him tothe soil with 
ownership, that he may catch in the fire of his 
own hearthstone that sense of responsibility 
the shiftless can nevez know. And We yvather 
him into that alliance of intelligence and re- 
sponsibility that, though it now runs close to 
racial lines, welcomes the responsible and in- 
telligent of any race. By this course, con- 
firmed in our judgmentand justified in the 
progress already made, we hope to progress 
slowly but surely to the end. 

The love we feel for that race you cinnot 
measure norcomprehend. As I attest it here, 
the spirit of my old black mammy from her 
home up there looks down to bless, and 
through the tumult of this night steals the 
sweet music of her croonings as thirty years 
ago she held me in her black arms and led me 
smiling into sleep. This scene vanishes as I 
speak, and I catch avision of an old southern 
home, with its lofty piilars, and = its 
white pigeons fluttering down through 
the golden air. I see women with stained and 
anxious faces, and children alert. yet helpless. 
I see night come down with its dangers and its 
apprehensions, and in a big homely room I feel 
on my tired head the touch of loving hands— 
now worn and wrinkled, but fairer to me yet 
than the hands of mortal woman, and stronger 
yet to lead me than the hands of mortal man— 
as they lay a mother’s blessing there while at 
her knees—the truest altar I yet have found— 
I thank God that she is safe iu her sanctuary, 
because her slaves, sentinel in the silent cabin 
or guard at her chamber door, puts a black 
man’s lovalty between her and danger.

he would lay down his life in his master’s 
stead. I see him by the weary bedside, minis- 
tering with uncomplaining patience, pray- 
ing with all his humble heart that God 
will lift his master up, until death comes in 
mercy and in honor to still the soldier’s agony 
and seal the soldier’s life. I see him by the 
open grave, mute, motionless, uncovered, suf- 
fering for the death of him who in life fought 
against his freedom. I see him when the moand 
is heaped and the great drama of his life is 
closed, turn away and with downcast eyes

uncertain step start out into new and strange 
fields, faltering, struggling, but moving on, 
until his shambling figure is lost 1n the light 
of this better and brighter day. And from the 
grave comes a voice saying, “Follow him! 
Put your urms about him in his need, even as 
he puts hisabout me. Be his friend as he 
was mine.’’ And out intothis new world— 
strange to me as to him, dazzling, bewildering 
both—I follow! And may God forget my 
people—when they forget these! 

Whatever the future may hold for them— 
whether they plod along in the 
servitude from which they have never 
been lifted since the Cyrenian 
was laid hold upon by the Roman sol- 
diers and made to bear the cross of the faint- 
a Christ— whether they find homes again in 
Africa, and thus hasten the prophecy of the 
psalmist who said, ‘‘And suddenly Ethiopia 
shall hold out her hands unto God’’—whether 
forever dislocated and separated, they remain 
a weak poopie, beset by stronger, and exist, as 
the Turk, who lives in the jealousy rather 
than in the conscience of Europe—or whether 
in this miraculous republic,they break through 
the caste of twenty centuries aud, belying 
universal history, reach the full stature of cit- 
izenship, and in peace maintain it—we shall 
give them uttermost justice and abiding 
friendship. And whatever we do, into 
whatever seeming estrangement we 
may be driven, nothing shall disturb 
the love we bear this republic, or mit- 
igate our consecration to its service. I stand 
here, Mr. President, to profess no new loyalty. 
When General Lee, whose heart was the tem- 
ple of our hopes and whose arm was clothed 
with our strength, renewed his allegiance to 
this government at Appomattox, he spoke 
from a heart to great too be false,and he spoke 
for every honest man from Maryland to Texas. 
From that day to this, Hamilcar has nowhere 
in the south sworn young Hannibal to hatred 
and vengeance—-but everywhere to lovalty and 
tolove. Witness the veteran standing at the 
base of a confederate monument above the 
graves of his comrades. his empty sleeve toss- 
ing in the April wind, adjurring the young 
men about him, to serve as honest and loyal 
citizens the government against which their 
fathers fought. This message, delivered from 
that sacred presence, has gone home tothe 
hearts of my fellows! And, sir, I declare here, 
if physical courage be always equal to human 
aspiration, that they would die, sir, if need be, 
to restore this republic their fathers fought to 
dissolve! 

Such, Mr. President, is this problem as we 
see it; such is the temper in which we ap- 
proach it: such the progress made. What do 
we ask of you? First, patience; out of this 
alone can come perfect work. Second, confi- 
dence; in this alone can you judge fairly. 
Third, sympathy; in this you can help us best. 
Fourth,give us your sons as hostages. When you 
plant your capital in millions, send your sons 
that they may help know how true are our 
hearts and may help to swell the Anglo-Saxon 
current until it can carry without danger this 
black infusion. Fifth, loyalty to the republic 
—for there is sectionalism in loyalty as in 
estrangement. This hour little needs the lov- 
ality that is loyalto one section and yet holds 
the other in enduring suspicion and estrange- 
ment. Give us the broad and perfect loyalty 
that loves and trusts Georgia alike with Mass- 
achusetts—that knows no south, uororth, no 
east, no west; but endears with equal and 
patriotic love every foot of our soil, every state 
in our union. 

A mighty duty, sir, and a mighty inspira 
tion impels every one of us tonight to Jose in 
patriotic consecration whatever estranges, 
whatever divides. We, sir, are Americans— 
and we fight for human liberty. The uplift- 
ing force of the American idea is under every 
throne on earth. France, Brazil—these are 
our victories. To redeem the earth from king- 
craft and oppression—this is our mission. And 
we shall not fail. God hassownin our soil 
the seed of his millennial harvest, and he 
will not lay the sickle to the ripening crop 
until his fulland perfect day hascome. Our 
history, sir,has been a constant and expanding 
miracle from Plymouth Rock and James- 
town all the way—aye. even from the 
hour when, from the _ voiceless and 
trackless ocean, a new world rose to the sight 
of the inspired sailor. As we approach the 
fourth centennial of that stupendous day— 
when the old world will come to marvel and to 
learn, amid our gathered treasures—lét us re- 
solve to crown the miracles of our past, with 
the spectacle of a republic compact, united, 
indissoluble in the bonds of love—loving from 
the lakes to the gulf—the wounds of war 
healed in every heart as on every L.ill—serene 
and resplendent at the summit of human 
achievement and earthly glory—blazing out 
the path, and making clear the way up which 
all the nations of the earth must come in God’s 
appointed time!

Taylor Welcomes the _ Silver 


Tongued Orator of the South. 

On the day following the dinner given by 
the Merchants’ association, Mr. Grady and 
his party were the guests of the Bay State 
club, one of the oldest and most influential 
democratic socities of New England. Many 
of the leading citizens of Boston were present, 
and the southern orator was warmly greeted. 

Colonei Taylor said: 

Gentlemen of the Club: [am very happy 
on your behalf to extend to our distinguished 
guests from the south a cordial and hearty 
welcome. [Applause.] I had a few well- 
turned phrases which [ had proposed to speak 
here, but the hour is so late that every rule of 
courtesy should lead us to give our guests the 
time. But I want to say this—and I will re- 
serve one passage from iny speech—it 1s that 
whatever prejudice or misunderstanding there 
may have been between the 
north and south, when men of 
intelligence and eloquence, like our 
friend, Mr. Grady (applause), come here, with 
peace and good will inscribed on their ban- 
ners, and tell us that they believe fn one flag 
aud one common country, and no north or 
south, no east or west—we are giad to re- 
ceive them with open arms (applause) and to 
show by our acts, as well asby our professons, 
that we reciprocate the sentiment and are 
proud and glad, and happy to tenderto them 
the right hand of fellowship. [Applause.} 

I will cut short my remarks and present 
the guests to you, and I am going to begin 
with Mr. Grady, whocomes to us in a sort of 
four-fold capacity. I can introduce him as a 
distinguished journalist, a leading democrat, 
asouthern gentleman (applause). but above 
all I present him to you as the silver-tongued 
orator of the south. ([Good.] 

Gentiemen, I present to you Mr. Grady, of 
Georgia.

Mr. Grady’s Speech. 

Mr. Grady was welcomed with three ring- 
ing cheers. He said: 

Mr. PRESIDENT AND GENTLEMEN--I am 
confident you will not expect a speech from 
me this afternoon, especially as my voice is in 
such a condition that I can hardly talk. lam 
free tosay that itis notalack of ability to 
talk, because I am a talker by inheritance. 
{[Laughter.} My. father was an Irishman, my 
mother was a woman; both talked. [Laugh- 
ter.] I came by it honestly. : 

I don’t know how I could taxe up any dis- 
cussion here or any topic apart from the inci- 
dents of the past two days. saw this 
morning Plymouth Rock. Iwas pulled up on 
top of it and was told to make a speech. 

It reminded meofan old friend of mine, 
Judge Dooley, of Georgia, who was a very 
provoking fellow and was always getting chal 
lenged to duels, and never fighting them. He 
always got out of it by being smarter than the 
other fellow. One day he went out to fight ° 
man with one leg, and he insisted on bringiii 


along a bee gum and sticking one legintoitg ypanp

| zen and a good man, and there is no spot in 
all this broad republic nor in all this world 
where I had rather have him stand to learn 
the lessons of right citizenship, of individual 
liberty, of fortitude and heroism and justice, 
than the spot on which I stood this morning, 
reverent and uncovered. [ Applause. |] 

Now, I donot intendto make a political 
speech, although when Mr. Cleveland ex- 
pressed some surprise at seeing me here, I 
said: ‘‘Why,I am at home now; I was out 
visiting last night.’’ [Great laughter and ap- 

ase Iwas visiting mighty clever folks, 

ut still I was visiting. Now I am at home. 

It is the glory and the promise of democracy, 
it seems to me, that its success means more 
than partisanry can mean. I have been told 
that what I said helped the democratic party 
in this state. Well, the chief joy that I feel 
at that, and that you feel, is that, beyond 
that and above it, it helped those 
larger interests of the republic, and 
those essential interests of humanity that 
for seventy years the democratic party has 
stood for, being the guarantor and the 
defender. 

Now, Mr. Cleveland last night made—l 
trust this will not get into the papers (‘augh- 
ter)—one of the best democratic speeches I 
ever heard in my life, and yet all around sat 
republicans cheering him tothe echo. It was 
just simply because he pitched his speech ona 
high key, and because he said things that no 
man, no matter hoW partisan he was, could 
gainsay. 

Now it seems to me we do not care much for 
political success in the south—for a simple 

uestion of spoils or of patronage. 
Ve wanted to see one democratic administra— 
tion since General Lee surrendered at Appo- 
mattox, just to prove to the peuple of this 
world that the south was not the wrong- 
headed and impulsive and ~passionate section 
she was represented to be. I heard last night 
from Mr. Cleveland, our great leader, as he 
sat by me, that he held to be the miracle of 
modern history the conservatism and the tem- 
perance and the quiet with which the south 
accepted his election, and the few ofticeseek- 
ers In comparrison that came from that section 
to besiege and importune him, [Applause.] 

Now it seems to me that the struggle in this 
country, the creat fight, the roar and din of 
which we already hear, isa fight against the 
consolidation of power, the concentration of 
capital, the diminution of local sovereignty 
and the dwarfing of the individual citizen. 
Boston isthe home on the one section of a 
nationalist party that claims that the remedy 
forall our troubles, the way in which Dives, 
who sits inside the gate, shall be controlled, 
and the poor Lazarus who sits outside shall 
be lifted up, is for the government to usurp 
the functions of the citizen and take charge of 
all his affairs. It is the democratic doctrine 
that the citizen is the master and that the best 
guarantee of this government is not garnered 
powers at the capital, but diffased inte!lligence 
and liberty ameng the people. {Great applause J 

My friend, General Coliins—who, by the 
way, captured my whole state and absolutely 
conjured the ladies (applause)—when he came 
down there talked about this to us, and he 
gave us atrain of thought that we have ime 
proved to advantage. 

It is the pride, I believe, of the south, with 
her simple faith and her homogeneous peo- 
ple, that we elevate there the citizen above 
the party, and the citizen above everything. 
We teach aman that his best guide at least ig 
his own conscience, that his sovereignty rests 
beneath his hat, that his own right arm and his 
own stout heart are his best gp cence. that 
he should rely on his state for Wthing that he 
can do for himself, and on his government for 
nothing that his state can do for him; but that 
he should stand upright and self-respecting, 
dowering his family in the sweat of his brow, 
loving to his state, loyal to his republic, ear- 
nest in his allegence wherever it rests, but 
building at last his altars above his own hearth- 
stone, and shrining his own liberty in his own 
heart. {Great applause.] Thatis a sentiment 
that I would not have been afraid to avow last 
night. [Laughter.}] And yet it is mighty 
good democratic doctrine, too. [Applause. ] 

I went to Washington the other day and I 
stood on the capitol hill, and my heart beat 
quick as I looked at the towering marble of 
my country’s capitol, and a mist gathered in 
my eyes as I thought of its tremendous signifi- 
cance, of the armies and the treasury, and the 
judges and the president, and the congress and 
the courts, and all that was gathered there; 
and I felt that the sun in all its course could 
not look down on a better sight than that 
majestic home of a republic that had taught 
the world its best lessons of liberty. And I 
felt that if honor®fand wisdom and justice 
abided therein the world would at last owe 
that great house in which the ark of the 
covenant of my country is lodged its final up- 
lifting and its regeneration. [Applause.| 

But a few days afterwards I went to visit 
a friend in the country, a modest man, witha 
quiet country home. It was just asimple, un- 
pretentious house, set about with great trees 
and encircled in meadow and field rich with 
the promise of harvest; the fragrance of the 
pink and hollyhock in the front yard was min- 
gled with the aroma of the orchard and the 
garden, and the resonant clucking of poultry 
and the hum of bees. Inside was quiet, 
cleanliness, thriftand comfort. - 

Outside there stood my friend, the master— 
a simple, independent, upright man, with no 
mortgage on his roof, no lien on his growing 
crops— master of his land and master of him-— 
self. There was his old father, an aged and 
trembling man, but happy in the heart and 
home of his son. And, as he started to enter 
his home, the hand of the old man wentdown 
on the young man’s shoulder, laying there the 
unspeakable blessing of an honored and hon- 
orable father, and ennobling it with the 
knighthood of the fifth commandment. And 
as we approached the door the mother came, @ 
happy smile lighting up her face, while with 
the rich music of her heart she bade 
her husband and her son welcome to their 
home. Beyond was the housewife, busy with 
her domestic affairs, the loving helpmate of 
her husband. Down the lane came the 
children after the cows, singing sweetly, as 
like birds they sought the quiet of their nest. 

So the night came down on that house, fall- 
ing gently as the wing from an unseen dove. 
And the old man, while a startled bird called 
from the foregt and the trees thrilled with the 
cricket’s cry, and the stars were falling from 
the sky, called the family around him and 
took the Bible from the table and called them 
to their knees: The littie baby hid in the folds 
of its mother’s dress while he closed the record 
of that day by calling down God’s 
blessing on that simple home. WhileI 
gazed, the vision of the marble capitol 
faded ; forgotten where its treasures and its 
majesty; and I said: “Surely here in the 
homes of the people lodge at last the strength 
and the responsibility of this government, the 
hope and the promise of this repubiic.’’ [Tre- 
mendous applause. } 

My friends, that is the democracy we know 
in the south; thatis the democratic doctrine 
we preach; a doctrine, sir, that is writ 
above our hearthstones. We aim to 
make our homes, poor as _ are, self— 
respecting and independent. We try to 
make them temples of refinement, in which 
our daughters may learn that women’s best 
charm and strength is her gentleness and her 
grace, and temples of liberty in which our 
sons may learn that no tower can justify and 
no treasure repay for the surrender of the 
slightest ge of afree individual American 
citizen. [Long applause } 

Now you do not know how we love you 
democrats. Had we better print that? 
[Laughter.} Yes, we do, of course we do. 
If a man does not love his home folks, who 
should he love? We know how gallant a 
fight you have made here, not as hard and 
honeless as our friends in Vermont (laughter), 
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cheerful object to me unless Icould select 
he subject. Ithink I could, perhaps, with- 
put going a hundred miles from here, find the 
material for one or two cheerfal fanerals. 
[Laughter.} Still, this faneral was peculiarly 
sad. It was a poor “‘one gallus’’ fellow, 
whose breeches struck him under the armpits 
and hit him at the other end about the knee— 
he didn’t believe in decallete clothes. They 
buried him in the midstof a marble quarry: 
they cut through solid marble to make his 
grave; and yet a little tombstone they put 
above him was from Vermont. hey 
buried him in the heart of a pine 
forest, and yet the pine coffin was 
imported from Cincinnati. They 
buried him within ‘touch of an_ iron 
mine, and yet the nails in his coffin and the 
iron in the shovel thatdug his grave were 
imported from Pittsburg. They buried him 
by the side of the best sheep-grazing country 
on the earth, and yet the woolin the coffin 
bands and the coffin bands themselves were 
brought from the north. The south didn’t 
furnish a thing on earth for that funeral but 
the corpse aud the hole in the ground. 
Laughter.) There they put him away and 
the clods rattled down on his coffin, 
and they buried him in a New 
York coat and a Boston pair of shoes 
and a pair of breeches from  Chi- 
cago and a shirt from Cincinnati, leaving him 
nothing to carry intothe next world with him to 
remind him of the countryin which he lived, 
and for which he fought for four years but the 
chill of blood in his veins and the marrow in 
his bones. 

Now we have improved on that. We have 
got the biggest marble-cutting establishment 
on earth within a hundred yards of that grave. 
We have got a half dozen woolen mills right 
around it, and iron mines, and iron furnaces, 
and iron factories. We are coming to meet 
you. Weare going to takea noble revenge, 
as my friend, Mr. Carnegie, said last night, by 
Invading every inch of your territory with 
jron, as you invaded ours twenty-nine years 
ago. 

- yoice—I want to know if the tariff built 
np these industries down there? 

Mr. Grady—The tariff? Well, to be per- 
fectly frank with you, I think it helped some; 
but you can bet your bottum dollar that we are 
democrats (applause) straight through from 
the soles of our fect tothe top of our heads, 
and Mr. Cleveland will not haves if he runs 
again, which I am inclined to think he ought 
to do (great applause), a stronger following. 

Now, I want to say one word about the re- 
ception we have had here. It has been acon< 
stant revelation of hospitality and kindness 
and brotherhood from the whole  peo- 

le of this city to myself and my friends. It 
es touched us beyond measure. 

I was struck with one thing last night. 
Every speaker that rose expressed his confi- 
dence in the future and lasting glory of this 
republic. There may be men, and there are, 
who insiston getting up fraticidal strife, and 
who infamously fan the embers of war that 
they may raise them againintoa blaze. But 
just as certain as there is a God in the heavens, 
when those noisy insects of the hour have 
perished in the heat that gave them life and 
their pestilent ones have ceased, the great 
clock of this republic will strike the slow~ 
moving, the tranquil hours and the watchman 
from the street will cry: ‘‘All is well with the 
republic; all is well.’””’ [Great Japplause. } 

We bring to you from hearts that yearn for 
your confidence and for your love the message 
of fellowship from our homes. This message 
comes from ecratedfground. The fields in 
which I pla were the battlefields of this 
republic, hallowed to you with the blood of 
your soldiers who dicd in victory, and doubly 
sacred to us with the blood of ours who died 
undaunted in defeat. All around my home 
are set the hills of Kennesaw, all around the 
mountains and hilis down which the gray t&g 
fluttered to defeat, and through 
which American’ soldiers from either 
side charged like demi-gods; and I do 
not think I could bring you a false message 
from those old hills and those sacred fields— 
witnesses twenty years ago in their red desola 
tion of the deathless valor of American arms 
and the quenchless bravery of American 
hearts, and in their white peace and tran-

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FIGHTING A PRAIRIE FIRE. 
A Cowboy Method That Succeeded Well 
Near Fort Reno One Day Last Week. 

Purce.wu, I. T., December 27.—Lhis coun- 

try might very well be called the prairie fire 
land. There are men here who say they have 
not seen a day ii years when no prarie fire 
wasin sight. By day the rolling clouds of 
smoke and by night the red glare of the flames 
marks the work of destruction on some range. 
Not infrequently, in fact commonly, at this 
time of the year there are a dozen fires in 
sight atonce. Viewed at night from the high 
bluffs of tha Canadian above the town the 
picture is wonderfully beautiful. 
@Tenderfeet who come here are always sur- 
prised to see the indifference with which 
prairie fires are regarded by the natives. To 
the tenderfoot it seems that an awful death 
for every man and beast lies in the path of 
evory prairie fire. But he soon gets over that, 
only.to be again wrought up to asiate of ex- 
citement over the cowboy method of putting 
out the fires, not, as might be supposed, to 
save life, but to save the grass forthe bunches 
of cattle in their charge. 

A week ago some one started a fire oyér west 
of Fort Reno, and the conditions beiug prime 
it spread on the wings of a rushing gale. After 
a while its widening swath attracted the atten- 
tion of William and Henry Brass, who were 
holding a thousand cattle on the range there. 
The fire was going to burn over the entire range 
and something had to be done, and that 
quickly. One of the boys spurred his pony a 
mile or so over the prairie so as to size up the 
extent of the line of fire, and then riding 
down on the herd he cut out a steer and ran it 
over near the fire. There he drow a revolver 
and shot the béast. Ina minute he was on the 
ground by the body with a big knife in hand, 
stripping off the hide. He was joined by his 
brother, and in an incredibly short time the 
beef was skinned. Then the body was split, 
the skin, flesh side down, was secured to the 
backbone of the upper half and the ends of 
two lariats to the feet uf the upper half. 

Then the lariats were tied tothe pony sad- 
dies, the men mounted, and away they went 
dragging the warm and bleeding carcass and 
the skin wet-blanket fashion after them be- 
tween the twohorses. Reaching the fire, then 
but a fow rods away, they galloped along the 
line of the flame one on the burned side and 
one on unburned. It was a hot job, but beef 
and hide and pluck prevailed. In an hour 
some miles of fire lincs had been smothered

this people, Last January fire » out in 
the palace at Pekin, and the beautifal Tai-wo 
gateway of the chief reception hall was 
urned down. It was a sure sign that 
heaven was displeased with the Pekin gov 
ernment. Added to this, in September, the 
altar of Heaven, ‘outside Pekin, the chiof 
place Of worship in the empire, was struck by 
lightning and utterly destroyed. In comse- 
quence there is a feeling of anxiety and uneas 
iness throughout the empire. The natural 
thing for the Chinaman to do is to interpret 
all these calamities as indicative of heaven's 
displeasure with the young emperor. He went 
to the throne only last spring, and since then 
everything has gone wreng. He is not in 
THE DIRECT LINE OF SUCCESSION, 

but was selected from a collatteral branch. 
When chosen, several years ago, as successor 
to the then vacant dragon throne, a great deal 
of opposition was excited, and one crnusor com- 
mitted suicide becanse his protest was not 
regarded. But the old empress who was act- 
ing as regent persisted, aad as she was an able 
»rincess, the opposition gradually died away. 

ut now with this succession of misfortunes, 
the informality of the selection is again talked 
of, and there is general dissatisfaction. Still 
the probability is that the young emperor will 
be able to hold his own and put down all op- 
position. 

During the continued rainy season, through 
which we have just passed, the Chinese of- 
ficials followed their owi unique methods to 
cause the rain to cease. Here in Suchew, for 
instance, the governor of the province (who is 
the ruler over a population of 
some thirty-two millions), caused a little 
brass image of the Buddhist goddess of mercy, 
Which was considered especially eflicacious, to 
be brought into the city froma neighboring 
town, where her temple was situated.

Srucnow, China, November, 1889.— Editors 
Constitution: The latest news that reached us 
from Japan is not encouraging to those who 
have been expecting that all her doors would 
soon be thrown open to the world. Extrater- 
ritoriality is not yet a thing of the pastin Ja 
pan, and is not likely to be for sometime. The 
government of Japan has been pushing the 
revision of her treaties with foreign powers, 
looking to the early abolishing of extraterrito- 
riality and the advancement of Japan to a 
place among the civilized nations of the 
earth. The new treaty has been ac- 
cepted by the United States, Ger 
many and BRussia, and = every effort 
has been exerted to induce Engiand and 
France to follow their example. England 
especially has been roundly abused, both by 
her own people in the east and by certain of 
the Japanese, for hesitating in the matter. 
But now it turns out that the chief objection 
to the new treaties is not in England, but in 
Japan itself. There has been an outburst of 
popular clamor against the treaties, and in 
connection with this a return of the old Japa- 
nese method of assassination. Last February 
the minister of education, one of the leaders of 
the cabinet, fell under the hand of an assassin ; 
and but recently Count Okuma, the minister 
who has had special charge of the treaty 
revision, had a serious attempt made 
upon his life, wherein he was dangerously 
wounded. There has also been serious dissen- 
sions in the cabinet itself, and consequently 
several changes. The country is undoubtedly

FOREIGN JUDGES TO TRY FOREIGNERS. 

As the Daily News, of Shanghai, well says: 
“To claim that extraterritoriality is being 
abolished, and at the same time to concede 
that foreigners shall be tried by foreign Judges, 
isan anomaly, and greater statesmen than 
Count Okuma have come to grief before now 
over the attempt to reconcile contradictions. 
The fact is, the Japanese govern- 
ment has one too fast; they 
have moved forward much faster than the 
people. Inall their reforms, they have simply 
had to follow the example set by the great 
western powers—and s0 the reformation has 
gone on largely from without, and not from 
within, theempire. They have taken on the 
west faster than they have been abie to assim- 
Se resent dilemma of the government is 
not easily solved. Three great foreign powers 
have been induced to sign the revised treaties 
in a hurry, on the ground that the country 
was anxious for them, while the country is 
really anxious not. to have them. Now, the 
present cabinet 1s greatly exercised over the 
question, how*they are to notify the powers 
which have accepted the new treaty of Japan's 
change of mind without giving offense. The 
latest news is that the date for putting these 
new treaties in operation has been indefinitely 
postponed. The probability is that they will 
nevor be enforced. So the crisis of change in 
Japan from the old to the new is not yet. It 
has been announced too soon, and it is, no 
doubt, for Japan’s good that the day has been 
put off, for the people are certainly not ready 
for the change.

tomorrow, if the material benefit he seeks is 
denied him. This isthe Chinaman. It isa 
clearly defined characteristic, even among all 
classes, from the highest official to the street 
beggar. Oftimmes in passing §these latter in 
the street have I been saluted with ‘‘Venera- 
ble Sir, do a _ charitable act,’’ but ifl 
passed by without. throwing a _ few 
cash into the suppliant’s basket, the ‘* Vener- 
able Sir,’’ would be instantly charged with 
‘*Foreign Devil’ or something worse. 

And just here do we see the source of 
China’s weakness. Who can suspect, who 
can really hope much of a man who will wor- 
ship a snake—or §who will Jbow in seeming 
deepest reverence before some imaginary god | 
dess embodiedin a hornet’s nest. AsI said in 
my last, China’s great need today is the know!l- 
edge of God. Whatshe needs more than rail- 
roads, telegraphs, or all the multiform civili- 
zation oi the west. is true moral character, 
The materialist’s creed, cannot develop this. 
Therefore, she greatly needs some foundation 
on which to build character, and the only 
true foundation is the knowledge 
of God. The best gift then that 
you at home can send China today, is the mis- 
sionary, to declare among this people the truth 
and verity of God.

TALMAGE IN ATHENS 


AN INTERVIEW WITH PREMIER 
TRICOUPIS AND QUEEN OLGA. 


THE SIGHTS OF MODERN CORINTH 


Preachingjon Mars’ Hill, Athens—Views of 
M. Tricvupis on Some American States- 
men—The Sweet Queen of Greece. 


[Copyright, 1859, by Louis Klopsch. ] 

ALEXANDRIA, November 25.—We have 
scarcely arrived at this historic city, when I 
perform as my first duty, the pleasant one of 
mailing my budget of news and notes made in 
Athens and written on the steamer on my 
way here. 

We did some sight-seeing at Corinth, but 
not much. That noble natural fortress, the 
mighty Acrocorinthus which looms up grandly 
2,000 feet above the surrounding plain, well 
rewards the tourist who climbs its ascent. We 
saw ruins of the theater, some temples and 
the race-track where runners contended for 
the corruptible crowns given to the victors in 
the struggle. 

We arrived in Athenson November 20th. 
The next morning Dr. Talmage preached on 
Mars’ hill to a gathering of Americans, Eng- 
lishmen and Greeks, reading as the lesson of 
the day, St. Paul’s address to the Athenians of 
his time, as reported, Acts xvii. The day was 
not Sunday and preaching was not in order 
according to our pre-arranged programme, but 
the earnest divine was so carried away by the 
enthusiasm of the occasion that he took out his 
Bible and began to read. As he read he made 
interesting remarks onthe passage he was 
reading. When he first began to read there 
were but few persons present, but as soon as 
he was fairly started they congregated fast and 
faster until a good-sized audience had assem- 
bled. Those who 

UNDERSTOOD ENGLISH LISTENED 
eagerly to the preacher’s words, taking such 
placesand attitudes as enabled them to catch 
every word he said. The congregation sang: 
‘All Hail the Power of Jesus’ Name,”’in which 
Dr. Taimage joined with enthusiasm. He 
then took his text from the address 
on which ho had commented, 
and began to preach. It was fortu- 
nate that the weather was very fair, and his 
eloquent sermon was listened to in comfort. I 
think L have never heard him speak with 
greater fluency and impressiveness than he 
did on this occasion. 

The day following Dr. Talmage visited M. 
Tricoupis, premier of Greece, an honor which 
resuited in this way: The sister of the states- 
man, who, like him, is unmarried, presides at 
his mansion. She entertained Mrs. Talmage 
in the morning, when she suggested that the 
Brooklyn preacher visit her brother, who, she 
added, would be delighted tosee him. <Ac- 
cordingly in the afternoon Dr. Talmage and 
the writer paid their respects to the prime 
minister at the War department. 
Although ry very busy man, 
holding two portfolios and crowded 
with important matters, the Greek assembly 
being in session, M. Tricoupis received us verv 
courteously. The Greek premier is a man 
Whose appearance impresses one that hoe pos- 
sesses yreat mental powers. He has a strik- 
ingly intellectual countenance and is very 
polished in his manners. His countrymen 
honor and revere him toan extraordinarv de- 
gree, and recent events have increased the 
hold he has upon their confidence. T 
learn that his reputation is of the 
highest for puritv in his official con-— 
duct. M. Tricoupis would show little mercy 
in his dealings with “boodle" politicians. This 
‘modern Aristides,”’ as he has been aptly 
called, speaks English with fluency. He is 
accurately informed on American affairs, and 
highly 

EULOGIZED SEVERAL OF OUR STATESMEN. 


Greek legation, at London, he made the ac- 
quaintance of Edward Everett, who was then 
American minister to England. Henowasked 
Dr. Talmage concerning Mr. Everett’s son, 
who, he had heard, filled creditably a profes- 
sorship at one of the leading colleges. ‘Edward 
Everett was the most graceful orator I have 
ever known,’ said M. Tricoupis. In the course 
of conversation the statesman 
particular interest in Mr. 
regarded as a very able man. 
doubt, he said, that Mr. 
acquit himself creditably. 
tinued ihe, ‘all your presidents 
strong men. You do not 
place the most promising men in the presiden- 
tial chair, but once there they develop rapidly 
and invariably Surpass in statesmanship the 
most sanguine expectations. That shows the 
stock and stuff Americans are made of. In 
corroboration of this theory he named several 
presidents of humble origin now endeared to 
the hearts of the American people, and very 
feelingly referred to Abraham Lincoln, whom

' he considered to have been one of the greatest 


men of the century. 

M. Tricoupis was of the opinion however, 
that im America the strongest men never re- 
ceive the highest honor, because the well-de- 
fined stand they take on leading and burning 
questions engender detinite and determined 
opposition. On bidding Dr. Talmadge good- 
bye, M. Tricoupis assured him that he would 
cheerfully do all in his power to render his 
stay in Athens as attractive and agreeable as 
possible. 

THE UNITED STATES MINISTER, 
Mr. A. M. Snowden, being absent at Buchar- 
est and our stay in Athens but brief, it was 
apparently not within the range of possibilities 
for Dr. Talmage and party to be presented to 
the queen. A week or ten days’ notice being 
required to secure an introduction to 
royalty, wo had givon up the 
expectation of seeing the amiable 
queen, when, the morning after the interview 
with M. Tricoupis, Dr. Talmage was informed 
by that gentloman that he desired to present 
him and party to her majesty. 
rived atthe palace, we found that the ex- 
Empress Victoria, widow of the Emperor 
Froderick III, was just about to leave Ath- 
ens, where she had attended the marriage of 
her daughter, Sophie, to the crown prince 
of Greece. She bowed and_ smiled 
very sweetly as she passed us, although her 
eyes were filled with tears on her parting with 
the queen. M. Tricoupis presented Dr. Tal. 
mage, wife and daughter, and Mr. and Mrs. 
Louis Kiopsch. Queen Olga shook hands 
with all in the right royal democratic Ameri- 
can fashion, and then engaged Dr. Talmage in 
conversation. Queen Olga saying that she 
sincerely regretted the disagreeablo wind and 
dustiness of the streets of Athens. The 
preacher gallantly responded that the great 
pleasure he experienced in meeting her maj- 
esty much more than compensated 
for the inclemency of the  weath- 
er. She smiled pleasantly and 
bowed in recognition of the compliment. The 
queen said she had heard that Dr. Talmace 
was on his way to Palestine, and hoped 
sincerly that he and his party would enjoy a 
safo and pleasant journey. We were all 
charmed with the simplicity of the queen and 
the cordial manner in which she received us, 
Our interview with her was one of the most 
delightful incidents of the trip, and Dr. Tal- 
mage insisted that all the eulogies that he had 
heard concerning that gracious lady 
FELL SHORT OF DOING HER JUSTICE. 

We did not meet the king of Greece at 
Athens, butsaw him the day we were at Cor- 
inth, where he was about to embark with his 
royal father, the king of Denmark, and to 
accompany him as far as Corfu. He is very 
accessible to visitors and M. Tricoupis seemed 
to regret his absence very much. 

The evening of the day on which we had 
our interview with Queen Olga, the first sec- 
retary (and charge d’ affaires, of the Russian 
embassy, M. Bachmetiff and his wife. a 
daughter of General Beule, ex-minister of the 
United States to Austria-Hungary, joined us 
ata dinner party at the Hotel dela Grande 
Bretagne. General Beale, the reader will 
remember, was the intimate and 
contidential friend of General 
Grant. It was to him that the hero confided 
first the shocking secret that he was afflicted 
with a disease that must soon terminate his 
life Mrs. Bachmetiff we found to be a bright, 
witty and handsomelady. She possesses great 
influence in political circles, and is a leader 
in society. This fortunate lady, moreover, 
maintains intimate relations with the royal 
family of Greece, with all of whom she isa 
great favorita.

on a tour such as he is now taking. This is 
one of the grandest cures for dry sermonizing. 
Young men thirsting for knowledge would 
willingly dispense with luxury and living to- 
gether could, by practicing economy, go over 
the same territory for about $250 each. What 
an inspiration it would be to them. The same 
amount of money could be spent no where else 
to equal advantage. Speaking of the inade- 
quacy of pictures of Christ to satisfy the 
mind of the devout believer, Dr. Talmage told 
Dr. Manatt he had found but one which did 
and that after long and comprehensive search. 
It was the work of a young and comparatively 
unknown artist, and would appear in his forth- 
coming Life of Christ. Until that time his 
precious discovery will, by agreement, be kept 
unseen by the general public. An intimacy 
Sprang up between Dr. Manatt and Dr. Tal- 
mage as tho result of several prolonged inter- 
views between them. 

Itwasin his mail that Dr. Talmage tound 
the suggestion of that stroke Of enterprise 
which will make the new tabernacle in Brook- 
lyn a point of interest to the wandering an- 
tiquarian as well as to tho great multitude 
hungering for the sound doctrine to be thereat 
dispensed. He opened his mail at 
break fast time, and finding in it 
an excellent drawing of the tabernacle 
to be erected for him on Clin- 
ton avenue, he remarked: ‘What a grand 
thing it would be to have the cornerstone for 
this magnificent looking church froin Mars’ 
hill, I shall write M. Tricoupis and tell him 
just what lL want. Perhaps he will help me.’ 
Suiting the action to the word, hesat down 
and penned a letter to the prime minis- 
ter, Who responded that he should have 
great pleasure in attending to the re- 
quest made. Nothing could have 
been More satisfactory. Highly gratified at 
his success, Dr. Talmage immediately made ar- 
ranvements to have the stone cut and shipped 
to Brooklyn. where it will arrive in good sea- 
son for the time of corner-stone laying, which 
will be shortly after ais return from his trip. 

When in Athens Dr. Talmage attended 

A HIGHLY INTERESTING LECTURE 
delivered by Professor Stanhope Orris, late 
professor of Greek at Princeton college and 
now director of the American School of Clas- 
sical stndiesat Athens, on ‘*Plato’s Discourse 
Concerning the Immortality of the Soul.’”’ 8In 
the sneech he was called upon to make at the 
close of the Jectnre, Dr. Talmage said, among 
other things: ‘‘As,in America, the Connect- 
ient river, wide and deep in_ other 
places, at Bellow’s falls rolls between 
banks so close that you can almost leap 
across it. so that the greatriver of Plato's 
writings has rolled today between the narrow 
banks of this brief but brilliant lecture. There 
is no snbject that could so interest meas this 
one of immortality. In our time there is 
much said about evolution. I must confess 
that I am not so much interested in my 
otigin as in my destiny. I am_ not 
so anxious about who my _ ancestors 
were a million years ago as to where T shall 
be a million vears from now. I do not care so 
much about where I came from as about where 
Iam goingto. Iam not so much interested in 
the preface to my cradle as I am in the appen- 
dix to my grave. I am not so much interested 
in protoplasm as Tam in eternasm. The ‘was’ 
is swallowed up in the ‘to be.’ Iam glad that 
Plato measured something of the height 
and breadth, the length and depth of this 
enbject. the immortality of the soul. 
His writings are a tremendous  gos- 
pel. He wrote without the aivantage of Bible

THE DEAD AND DYING 


THRRIBLE WRECK ON THE CHESA- 
PEAKE RAILROAD. 


"TEN: "PERSONS. KILLED OUTRIGHT 


Tea ry (tt 
And Many More Will Die of Their Injuries— 
How the Accident Occurred—List of 
the Killed and Injured. 


CHARLEsTon, W. Va, December 28.—A 
terrible accident occurred this morning on the 
Chesapeake and Ohio road, at White Sulphar 
Springs, 125 miles east of this place. Reports 
have been very hard to get, the only accounts 
being received by speciala to the Daily 
Gazette. One of thesefrom an eye witness 
Says: Vestibule train No. 3, westward on the 
Chesapeake dnd Ohio, left the track two 
miles west of White Sulphur Springs at 7:20 
o'elock this morning, demolishing six cars, 
killing ten persons and injuring about twenty- 
five. The accident was caused by the rails 


spreading. Phe complete list of the killed is:

It was a fearful wreck, and the damage to 
the railroad at this time cannot be even esti- 
mated. Luckily the cars did not take fire, 
they being heated by steam. The engine did 
not leave the rails, but the tender was without 
any trucks, The rear sleeper had its front 
trucks on the ground and remained on the 
rails.

The Ex-Empress of Brazil Dies 
Suddenly, 

Oporto, December 28.—The illness of the 
ex-empress of Brazil first assumed an alarm- 
ing phase today. It had been thointention of 
the imperial family to start for France today. 
The doctors forbade the journey for the fear 
that the excitement and fatigue would precip- 
itate acrisis. The empress was, however, a 
little better this morning. During the morn- 
ing Dom Pedro went out for a promenade and 
visited the museum of fine arts. He was found 
there by the Brazilian consul, who had been 
dispatched to hasten his return to the hotel, 
because the condition of the empress had sud- 
denly become critical. Before Dom Pedro ar- 
rived the empress was dead. The remains will 
be temporarily deposited in the mortuary in 
Lapa convent here, and will be afterward 
taken to Lisbon for interment in the royal 
pantheon. The municipal authorities of this 
city, returning in fall state from the celebra- 
tion of the king’s proclamation in the cathe 
dral, went to the hotel of the ex-emperor to 
offer their condolences, but Dom Pedro was so 
overcome by the event that he could not re- 
ceive them.

MARCH OF LA GRIPPE 


THE DISEASE MAKING ITS APPEAR- 
ANCE EVERYWHERE. 


THOUSANDS OF CASES IN NEW YORK 


But the Doctors Do Not Admit That It Is 
the Russian Plague—A Death in Bos 
ton—Increasing in Paris, Etc. 


New York, December 28.—The “Grippe”’ is 
officially ignored at the sanitary headquarters 
in this city. When the case of the Damroth 
family, who were stricken down with it, was 
repotted, Surgeon General Hamilton tele- 
graphed from Washington, asking for an ofti- 
cial verdict, Upon the report of the sanitary 
inspectors, Health Commissioner Bryant dic - 
tated a reply, saying that there was no evidence 
of the existence of the epidemic in this city. 
The grippe, however, has not been ignored by 
the health officials. President Wilson, of the 
board of health, is prostrated by it; Sanitary 
Superintendent Ewing is down with it, and 
half the other officials of the department are 
suffering from it. Unofficially, the represen- 
tatives of the health department say that 
probably 50,000 people in New York are suffer- 
ing from more or less severe attacks of influ- 
enza, but they refuse to give it official recog- 
nition. There has been a large and sudden in- 
crease in the number of deaths from bronchial 
and pulomonary diseases durirg the present 
week, and many physicians attribute this to 
the influence of the so-called Russian grippe. 
The number of deaths in this city during the 
week from pneumonia was 139 as against 87 
last week, 131 from phthisis against 97 last 
week and 50 from tronchitis against 40 last 
week. The total number of deaths this week 
was 762, last week, 665. 

POSTOFFICE EMPLOYEES PROSTRATED. 

‘‘La Grippe’”’ seems to have found a number 
of victims among the employees of the post- 
Office in this city. ‘Today’s absentees in the 
general office numbered sixty-five, and in 
many instances persons on the sick list were 
letter assorters. This number is about thfee 
times the customary number of persons on the 
sick list, and while many have been obliged 
tolay up after the heavy business attending 
the holiday mail, a majority of the sufferers 
beyond the average list have all the symptoms 
of the epidemic, which came across the sea. In 
branch offices the sick list is about the ordi- 
nary size. Eighty-one members of the Brook- 
lyn police force are reported to be suffering 
With the grippe. 

DEATH OF A BANK PRESIDENT. 

Boston, Mass., December 28.— John Tem- 
pleton Coolidge, president of the Columbian 
bank, died this morning at his residence of 
‘“‘La Grippe.’”’ Mr. Coolidge was one of the 
oldest bank presidents in Boston. 

GROWING WORSE IN PARIS. 

Paris, December 28,—The numter of deaths 
from influenza is increasing and residents of 
the city are beginning to manifest a panicky 
feeling. Tho condition of M. DeFreycinet, 
minister of war, who is suffering from the 
disease, has. changed for the worse. Drs. 
Bronardel and Proust have been attacked and 
their condition is serious. 

ITS APPEARANCE IN NEW JERSEY. 

New Brunswick, N. J., December 28.— 
There are 100 cases of ‘‘La Grippe”’ here. The 
doctors do not regard the disease as dangerous, 
and say that it yields readily to treatment. The 
disease has also appeared at Metuchen, South 
River and Millstone. 

MORTALITY IN PARIS. 

Paris, December 28.--The recent mortality 
in the city has been as follows: Wednesday 
318, Thursday 393, Friday 344. The sudden 
drop from the figures of Thursday to those of 
Friday is taken as an evidence that the epi- 
demic is on the wane, 

THE GRIP IN PHILADELPHIA.

BAD IN DETROIT. 

Detrort, Mich., December 28.—The influ- 
enza hascome to Detroit, Inquiries at the 
health office in this city, of physicians, at 
police headquarters, and other centers of in- 
formation, show that over five thousand are 
down with the disease. Fifty policemen, more 
than half of the city officers, and their assist- 
ants, are laid up, and thereis hardly a store 
or factory in the city whose clerical and work- 
ing force is not seriously crippled.

AGAINST THE EAST TENNESSEE 


A Complaint Lodged Before the Iaterstate 
Commission. 

WASHINGTON, December 28.—The complaint 
of George A. Murray, a citizen of Rogersville, 
Hawkins county, Tenn., against the East 
Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia railroad 
company, was received by the interstate com- 
merce commission December 27, 1889. The 
complainant files and makes part of this com- 
plaint the published tariff of rates and charges 
on lumber in the carload lots from various 
stations on the company’s lines to eastern cities 
named as points of destination. The com- 
plaint holds that rates to these points are uni- 
form from all stations except those on what is 
designated the Tennessee and Ohio division, 
and that all shipments of lumber from Rogers- 
ville, Tenn , to eastern cities pay 21-2 cents 
per 100 pounds in excess of thé rates charged 
for the longer distance from Chattanvoga to 
Dalton, as well as from intermediate stations 
between the cities named. The complaint 
says the Rogersville shipper pays 5 cents per 
100 pounds in excess of the rates charged from 
Chattanooga and Dalton and 41-2 cents for 
100 ponnds on through freight in carload lots of 
lumber in excess of the rate charged from At 
lanta to eastern cities on the same line to 
Greenville, or Bristol, Tenn. This discrimi- 
nation, the complaint says, is injurious to the 
lumber interest of Hawkins county and others 
who are shipping over the line of the Mast 
Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia, there being 
no competition in this country. 


Why Jones is Absent. 

WASHINGTON, December 28,.—Nothing has 
yet been heard of the whereabouts of Pay 
Clerk Jones, of the marine corps, who disap- 
peared on Christmas night. An examination 
of his accounts shows them to have.been falsi- 
fied, and a default of $2,500 has been discov- 
ered. The matter has been placed in the 
hands of the police. The loss will fall upon 
Major Goodloe, paymaster of the marine corps, 
and his bondsmen. Jones endeavored to 
create the impression that he had committed 
suicide, but this is now doubted.

THE EMPEROR FROLICS Wita THe 
LITTL£ ONES. 


HOLIDAY ENTERTAINMENTS 


Bismarck Confined to the House—A Recep. 
tion to Minister Phe}ps—The Em. 
peror Remits a Fine. 


THE 


Berwin, December 28.—[Copyrighted 1833 
by the New York Associated Press.]—Prince 
Bismarck is under the weather, but he is ap- 
parently not one of the victimsof influenza. 
His condition does not occasien any alarm, but 
he is ill enough to compel him to give up al- 
most eutirely the effort to transact official 
business, and to prevent his absence outside on 
New Year’s day. His doctors oppose his de 
sire to appear in the reichstag and take part 
in the debate on the social law or military 
credits, or any subject likely to irritate him. 
In responding to compliments at the diplo- 
matic reception on New Year’s day, the em- 
peror will make a short pacific declaration, the 
presumption being that the royal and imperial 
word on this occasion gives the keynote for 
Europe for the year. 

On Christmas eve there were assembled in 
the new palace only the Prince and Prineess 
Leopold of Prussia. The duke and duachoss 
of Saxe~Meininger are at Potsdam, but the ill- 
ness of Princesse Feodora, their only chid, 
prevented their attending the family party- 
Each one of the emperor's five sons had

all for himself placed on a table in the shell 
hall, those of the emperor and empress being 
on another table in the center of the hall. The 
emperor passed a great part of Christmas eve 
assisting in the decoration of the trees and 
frolicking with the children, and left the party 
to go to the theater for Barnay’s revival of 
‘*Hamiet.”’ 

On Christmas the emperor and empress and 
grand duke and duchess of Baden dined with 
ex-Empress Augusta and her family. The 
grand duke did not remain, but was compelled 
to retire in consequence of his illness with in-

Christmas at Freidrichsruhe. Count Herbert 
has the influenza slightly, but it did not pre- 
veut his presence at the family gathering.

United States minister, in the presence of her 
full court. Countess Perponcner, first lady of 
honor, attended the empress, and Count Nes- 
selerode, assisted by Baron Von Eude, made 
the presentation. The empress, in the course 
of a cordial conversation with Mr. Phelps, ex- 
pressed her life iong interest in American af- 
fairs, and her great desire that the people of 
the United States should use their immense 
resources always in the interests of peace. 

All society is now interested in the coming 
fancy dress bail which the emperor is to give 
at the schloss, where every one of guests must 
appear in an oriental costume. Another uota- 
ble social event will be the bail at the opera 
house on February 12th. This is patrcnized 
by the imperial family. The nominal price of 
the tickets is twenty marks, but the price haa 
risen sothat tickets are now selling for 120 
inarks. 

CRITICIZING THE EMPEROR. 

An exceedingly interesting discussion is car- 
ried on in private life everywhere, and not 
Without much heat, over a case just made by 
the queer proceeding of the emperor in retmit- 
ting the fine of 400 marks inflicted upon an 
editor by the courts. Dr. Dachler, editor of 
the Staatsburger Zeitung, a conseryative 
sheet, libeled Bachler, the singer. It attacked 
him very vigorously, not for his bad singing, 
but because he posed publicly asa socialist and 
friend of the people, while in fact he is the 
head of a factory for making women’s cloaks 
and similar garments, in which the ‘‘sweat- 
ing’’ system is practiced at the expense of the 
many girls employed by him. Bachler ap- 
pealed to the courts, the editor was condemned 
and paid his fine in August. This fine was re- 
turned by the emperor on Monday last. Such 
abuse of the royal rerogative naturally 
surprises the people. itherto the éxercise of 
royal clemency has been restricted to state 
cases. For the emperor to thus interfere and 
stand between justice and an aceused person - 
in a mere case of private interest, in an ordi- 
nary violation of one man’s rights by another 
man, isso plain the sxbstitution of a royal 
caprice for the law of the land that every- 
body can understand it, and, therefore, every- 
body. is profoundly moved by it. The journals 
cannot ignore the subject, but they are obliged 
to touch it with the greatest caution, for fear 
of prosecution. Liberais of all shades discuss 
it in private, however, and itis the universal 
theme. The nationalists jntensely regret the 
incident, asit plays into the handsof the 
progressists and socialists on the eveof an 
election with a clear demonstration of grog 
abuse of power. 

This incident will confirm the national lib- 
erals in their inclination to refuse to vote, ag 
it stands, the expulsion clause of the socialist 
bill, This party now proposes as a compromise 
that it will vote for the expulsion clause if the 
application of that clause is limitted to social. 
ists proved to be engaged in conspiracy against 
the state and if it shall not apply to the mere 
advocacy of socialisin in the press or on the 
nostrum. It is iuyprobable that Bismarck will 
accept this compromise and the immediate po- 
litical future will take shape from this asa 
starting point. The liberal spirit of the na- 
tional liberal people quickened by the Bach- 
ler incident§ will make it impossible for that 
party to yield on this expulsion clause. With- 
out this party it can not be carried. Bismarck 
will, therefore, withdraw the bill and dissulve 
the reichstag. 

ABOUT THE BRAZIL MATTER. 

An exchangs of views with the English 
government regarding the decree of the pro- 
visional government in Brazil concerning nat- 
uralization has caused Prince Bismarck to 
abandon hisintentionto take any immediate 
action. The chancellor favored from the 
first absolute non-interference and refusal tae 
recognize the change in Brazil as valid until it 
should be ratified by an election of the p2ople, 
but he was willing to act in concert 
with England and Italy in any measure neces- 
sary to protect the commercial and financial 
interest and persona! rights of subjects of each 

wer. Kecent dispatches from Rio Janeire 
,ave influenced the three powers to agree in 
ignoring the naturalization decree and other 
irregular acts of the revolutionary leaders. 
The general conviction grows here that the 
new government is merely a military junto, 
which is anstable and wiil be swert away even 
before the date to which it has postponed the 
elections. The semi-oflicial press treats the 
revolution as the work of a group of 
ambitious politicians imposing themselves 
upon the country by sheer audacity, and re- 
gard it as impossible that any coustituted 
power can hold relations with a handful of ad- 
venturers calling themselves a government. 
The fear of a republican rising in Portugal 
consequent upon an extension there of the 
foment originagjing in Brazil, is much less 
since the character of the movement 
in Rio Janeiro has been revealed. 
Advices received here from Lisbon in- 
dicate in} fact, that the republican propa- 
ganda there has been paralyz the despotie 
doings in Rio Janeiro, and that thereisa 
strong popular reaction in favor of the mon- 
archy.

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SUFFOCATED BY SMOKE 


FIRE IN A LODGING HOUSE IN SAN 
FRANCISCO 


ATTENDED WITH SOME LOSS OF LIFE 
Heroic Work of Fisstistis in Trying to Rescue 
the Inmates of the Burning House 
—Seome of the Incidents. 


San Francisco, December 28.—Three lives 
were Jost and several persons seriously injured 
last night at a fire in the old St. Ignatius 
church building on Market street, opposite 
Baldwin’s hotel. The first two stories of the 
building were occupied by the New York 
Furniture company, the Carrier Dove Print- 
ing company and a number of private offices. 

On the third floor were a number of roomers. 
The fire, which is supposed to have started in 
the furniture store, spread very rapidly.

Last evening at 8 o’clock the memorial serv- 
ices in respect to the death of Mr. Henry W. 
Grady, began in the lecture room of the Young 
Mens’ Christian association. 

There were two opening chornses: ‘Is It 
Well with My Soul,’ and ‘Asleep in Jesus,”’ 
beautifully rendered by an elegant chorus of 
male voices. Both the songs were tavorites 
with Mr. Grady. 

Following, Rev. Dr. J. B. Hawthorne read 
the 23d Psalm, beginning with the beautiful 
words: 

“The Lord is my shepherd, I shall not 
want.’’ After that Rey. Dr. Barnett rendered 
a fervent prayer. 

Then Captain Edward 8S. Gay made an ad- 
dress of a few minutes, which was beautifully 
delivered and most tenderly received by the 
audience, In his speech, Captain Gay referred 
to his religious life and to his earnestness and 
zeal in every Christian cause. Captain Gay 
announced the object of the meeting 
in a most feeling manner. (. 

Mr. Henry Hillyer followed in a few prefa- 
tory remarks, stating that he spoke froma 
standpoint of a twenty-nine years’ acquain- 
tance, during which time he had known Mr. 
Grady as one of the kindest and most generous 
men in his private lite. He characterized Mr. 
Grady asa trueand faithful friend in every 
relation, and in concluding his address he 
offered the following resolutions: 

In Memoriam. 


The entire nation has brought with weeping 
eyes iis wreath of immortelles to the grave of Henry 
W. Grady. Cities, counties, states and sec- 
tions, men, women and little children “loved 
him living and mourn him dead.”’ 
The Young Men’s Christian association de- 
sires now to emphasize his interest in the 
young men of the land, and his efforts to promote 
their moral and spiritual welfare. ‘‘A solemn and 
religious regard for spiritual and eternal things,”’ 
said Daniel Webster, ‘‘is an essential element in all 
true greatness.”’” We rejoice to know that this 
element of greatness belonged to Henry Grady, and 
was one of the leading traits of his 
character, We e Igratefully remember his 
devoted and tireless efforts to raise 
the funds to erect this home for young men, his 
consecrated methods used in imparting to the peo- 
ple bis own enthusiasm, anc bis wonderful success 
in this direction. 

How well we all remember those touching 
and sacred meetings in the homes ol 
Atlanta, when the presence and  pewer 
of the Lord was manifested. How well 
we recall Henry Grady’s face, luminous with the 
blessed inspiration of his noble work. He stood the 
center of loving eyes, pleading with eloquent lan- 
guage and wooing pathos for the souls of the young 
men. We are persuaded that Henry Grady’s power 
and usefulness in the higher and broader fields of 
life date from the impress made on his character 
while engaged in this work. 

Let the young men of 
when they are making plans for lives 
of successful endeavor, call to mind 
the career of this man; let them remember that he 
never gave his eloquent voice toan ignoblé cause; 
that he never placed his ready hand to question- 
able enterprises; that he never solied his lips with 
skeptical words; that he never hardened 
his heart with selfish purposes. He 
spoke and labored as no other man of his 
generation, but he spoke and labored not for his 
own personal aggrandisement. Love was the law 
of his life, and the good of his fellows the Iinspira- 
tion of his work. And because these things were 
so th ople loved him and mourn his loss.

Rev. Dr. J. W. Lee followed with one of the 
finest short speeches ever delivered from the 
lips of this elogent divine. Dr. Lee began by 
saying that there are two classes of men that 
he would contrast. One was a sort that would 
class as men who would translate facts into 
theories, and fromthis we have our sciences 
as from the facts of flowers we have botany. 

The other class is that there are others who 
translate ideals into facts, and to 
this class :Mr. Grady belonged. He 
was a man who had the brighest 
ideals, and he expended all the energies of his 
life in bringing ont these ideals. 

The speaker paid a glowing tribute to the 
work of the distinguished dead, who spent so 
much of his life and energies into bringing out 
these ideals and producing the results that 
would necessarily follow the accomplishment 
of his brilliantly conceived schemes for the 
advancement of his fellow-men, 

Dr. Lee's address was delivered extempora- 
neously, and for that reason but a vague idea 
of its force and beauty can be given. It was 
received by the audience with most grateful 
approbation. 

The resolutions of Mr. Hillyer were then 
seconded by Mr. Knight, of Worcester, Mass., 
formerly president of the Young Mens’ Chris- 
tian association of that city, who spoko very 
kindly of the way in which the northern people 
depended on Mr. Grady as the solver of all the 
problems arising from the many complications 
of the war; and how they relied on his judg- 
ment above all others in matters concerning 
the unity of the states on these questions. 

A number of other gentlemen, including Mr. 
Barton Patti, Mr. Alex Bealer and W. R. 
Bosard. of the Railroad Young Men’s Chris- 
tian, association delivered short addresses, all 
of which most heartily seconded the resolu- 
tions. 

The resolutions were unanimously adopted 
by a rising vote, after which Captain Gay read 
the following letter from Mr. 8S. M. Inman: 

CAPTAIN EDWARD GAY, President Young Men's 
Christian Association.—My Dear Sir: I regret that 
I cannot conveniently be present at the memorial 
service tonight, butam with you heart and soul in 
reviving the tender memories of Mr. Grady, and his 
great work in the erection of the magrifticent build- 
ing which we now occupy. Some of the most pre- 
cious mncetings ever held in the city were conducted 
by and with him, Hts presence was an inspiration 
and his work a grand one, for God and humanity, 

Mr. Grady was essentially a young man—young 
in his buoyant courage amid difficulties, in his su- 
preme faith in the triumph of active work in a good 
cause: Though his life wasa short one, judged by 
results, it was grander than the lives of our oldest 
statesmen and patriots, 

When I saw him, sick as he was, standing in 
Boston before the flower of New England’s com- 
mercial and inte!lectual strength, at the very cen- 
ter ofher wealth and influence, and unselfishly 
pleading, as no other man could plead for his own 
south,staggering under her difficulties and burdens, 
it seemed to me that one hour 
of such a life was worth an hundred years of a 
sordid and selfish existence. 

The country is to build him, as it ought, a monu- 
ment worthy of his fame; but it will be one of many 
monuments, This very building is one of his mon- 
uments, and will stand through long years an in- 
spiration to others, and a means of lasting blessing. 

Let us take up the work with his energy and zeal, 
relieve the building from the burden of debt, and 
renew our pledges over the grave 
of our unseifish friend to the saviour of men, the 
immaculate type of the unselfish and the pure, 
through all the ages. 

Thus, we may honor God and keep precious the 
recollection of His servant whose name we tonight 
cherish, and whose memory we delight to honor, 
Sincerely yours, S. M, INMAN.

It was prepared more than 2,40) 
year# ago. The substance of the bill was'as fol- 
lows, according to the record contained in the 

fourth chapter et seq of the Book of Ezra: | 
“The children of the captivity, 1. e., the Jews, 
began to rebuild the temple at Jerusalem, which 
had been destroyed, The adversaries of Judah avd 
Benjamin heard of this and went to Zerrubabel and 
volunteered to aid in the work, claiming to wor- 
ship the eame God with them who builded the 
temple. Zerrubabel declined the offer of assistance, 


“telling them that they bad nothing to do with the 


work of building the temple, 

“Then the people hired -eounselors (lawyers) to 
frustrate the plans of the Jews. 

“It was in the reign of Ahasuerus they wrote an 
accusation against the Jews to Artaxerxes, king of 
Persia,”

‘“Susanchites, the Dehavites and the Hiam~ 

‘tes and the rest of the nationgwhom the noble 
“Asuapper brought over and set in the cities of Sa- 
“maria.” Instead of the formal, beginning, “humbly 
complaining, showeth unto your honor, your ora. 
tor, etc.,”’ it began thus: “Thy servants, the men on 
thie side the river, at such a time’’ (the date), ‘be 
it known that the Jews which came up from thee 
to us are come unto Jerusalem, building the rebel- 
lious and the bad city, and have already laid the 
foundation,” The immediate and pressing danger 
alleged was that if the wall be set up again ‘‘the 
peovle will not pay toll tribute and custom, and so 
the king’ revenue shall be in danger.”’ 

The interest of the complainants was, as shown, 
that they were supported out of the king’s treasury, 
For this reason, and for the further reason that 
‘they did not like to see the king’s dishonor,” they 
certified the matter,and prayed that search be made 
among the recoris of the fathers so that the king 
might be informed that the city (Jerusalem) was a 
rebellious city, and hurtful unto kings and prov, 
inces that it had moved sedition within the same of 
old time, for which cause the city was destroyed.” 

It was further alleged that if the city be rebuilt 
again, and the walls set up by this means, the king 
should have no “portion on this side the river.” 

The king sent an answer to the complainants 
that their letter bad been plainly read, and upon 
search being made it was found that the city ofold 
time had made ‘insurrection against kings, and 
that rebellion and sedition had baeu made there- 
in,” ete. Hesaid: “Give now new commandment 
to cause these men to cease to build until another 
commandment be given (that is, the king granted 
a temporary injunction), This order was carried up 
in baste, and the Jews were made to cease by force 
and power, All the names of the Jews were taken 
who were at work.” 

The Jews answered the proceeding, and plead an 
old decree made by Cyrus expressly authorizing the 
temple to be built, and which was final, This de- 
cree was found at Acmetha in the shape of a roll, 
and upon its being brought to the attention of the 
king he ordered the building to go on, thus dissoly- 
ing the temporary injunction, And he further or- 
dered thatthe expense of the building should be 
paid out of his revenue in that territory; and he 
turther provided that any one who should hinder 
the building should have ‘timbers pulled down on 
them,”’ «

Jersey City, N, J., December 28.—The

Brakemen. The object of the conference was 
to try to convince Erie officials that ar were 
wrong in suspending four engineers who had 
refused to subscribe to the new laws estab- 
lished by the Erie.

The St. Louis Globe-Democrat says that 
the United States will protest against 
armed interference by Germany or any 
ether European country in Brazilian af- 
fairs. 

If the 
sympathies and the desires of the people of 
this country were to be given official shape, 
the republic of Brazil would be promptly 
recognized, and this without regard to the 
fact whether the Brazilians are unani- 
mously in favor of arepublic or not.

Now, there is absolu‘ely no contradiction in 
these two passages, The qualities which Mr. Grady 
admired and lauded in Mr. Davis are the same 
qualities which he admired and lauded in the 
Puritans. The conditions which surrounded and 
influenced the confederate chief were very differ- 
ent from those amid which the Puritans did their 
work; but the fidelity to ideas, the conscientious 
and unyarying purpose, the heroic adherence to 
convictions of duty, and the plain uncompromising 
strength and earnestness of thought and deed, were 
the same in tho one as in the other. 

It was not always our fortune to be able to agree 
with Mr, Grady in the conclusions of his judgment; 
but he never displayed any double-dealing in 
thinking or in speaking; and he never set up in one 
place an ideal of life or conduct which he repu- 
diated inanother. His was the entire consistency 
of a generous heart and a manly appreciation of 
all that is noble and magnanimous in the actions 
and examples of men.

Not a Partisan Question, 

The New York World, alluding to the 
race troubles that seem to have beena feat- 
ure of the holidays in some parts of the 
south, remarks that ‘‘these disturbances 
have a significance which cannot be too 
deeply deplored. The readiness with which 
white and black men range themselves 
along the color line at the first sign of dis- 
turbance, without inquiry into the merits of 
the particular dispute, is nothing less than 
a recognition by both of the existenceof a 
chronic state of war between the races, 
Each side profoundly distrusts the other. 
Neither expects mercy or justice at the 
hands of the other. Each regards the situa- 
tion as at best an armed truce, in which un- 
reasoning loyalty to race is a necessity of 
self defense.’’ 

While we are of the opinion that the 
World is inclined too attach too deep a sig- 
nificance to these troubles, we cordially agree 
with it that the remedy for them isto be 
found aad applied by southern men, and 
that “interference from without can only 
aggravate an gvil which had its origin in in- 
terference from without.’’ The remedy, 
whatever its shape, must be found and ap- 
plied by the best men of both races in the 
south, with the aid of that large 
conservative element at the north, 
both democratic and republican, 
that has just been paying such high tribute 
to the work of Mr. Grady. 

The race issue, as it stands to- 
day, is the result of that species of 
republicanism that has been repudiated 
by the better class of republicans at 
the north, led by white men whose trade 
was office-seeking, the negroes were taught 
toregard the southern whites as their ene- 
mies, and this idea has been carefully 
nursed and fostered by the negro politicians 
who have come to the front as “leaders” 
during the past ten years. In addition to 
this, the influence ‘of the northern repub- 
lican politicians has always been exerted in 
the direction of sectional prejudice and hate, 
and this attitude has had its influence on the 
negroes. Moreover, the republican party 
has sedulously taught the blacks to believe.

—that they are, in fact, the pets and wards 
of the nation, for whom larger rights and 
priviledges than appertain to ordinary cit- 
izenship are in store,

whites and that a certain element in both 
races is always ready to stir up strife.

RECOLLECTIONS OF MR. GRADY, 


Given by Men Who Associated With and 
Knew Him Intimately. 


Mr. C. M. Goodman, of this city, was an in- 
timate friend of Mr. Grady’s during their boyhood 
days, they having lived very near each other in 
Atbens, and having been close companions during 
their school and college days. Mr. Goodman isa 
graduate of the university, belonging to tho same 
class that graduated Mr. Grady, 

He said yesterday to a CoNSTITUTION reporter: 

‘‘Henry Grady was the most remarkable man I 
ever saw, and I believe one of the most remarkabi 
men the world has ever produced. The force of hi 
character lay in his easy assumption of leadership 
in anything he undertook, and his power to mold 
and adapt circumstances to meet and further his 
own plans and ideas, ‘ 

“Aga school boy, he excelled in all athletic 
sports, and he had do mean competitors to contend 
against. He was engaged in very few fights, 
his naturally kind disposition never lead- 
ing bim to seek a quarrel, and when 
he became involved in one, it was gen- 
erally in defense ofsome younger boy who had 
been imposed upon; in such casesthe matter was 
short and decisive; he was never vanquished, 

‘When about twelve yearsof age he conceived 
and carried out the idea of publishing a little newer: 


paper that bore the unique title of the “Monthiy 4 


Skedaddle,'’ and as this was before the introduction 
of small hand presses, the form consisted of 
letter paper ruled off in imitation of the 
columns of a newspaper. One of the stipulations 
he made in conducting this journal was that noth- 
ing but original matter should go into it, and he 
supplied the greater part of this. But in the ar- 
rangement and detail he discovered an aptitude 
that, in the light of his after life, this incident will 
serve to show the way the twig was bent.

SOTHE DOCTORS SAF, 


Medical Men State Why the Disease 
Will Frevail and How It Can Be 
Recognized, 

“Ta Grippe” is surely coming to Atlanta, 

There is little hope apparently of escaping 

disease which is devastating Europe. 

Almost all the doctors of Atlanta believe 
shat the grip, intinenza, episootic, or whatever 
#¢ may be called, willsoon be an epidemic. 

There aro at preseut a number vf cases in the 
sity, but they are all sporadic and as a pesti- 
Jence the disease has not yet begun its work. 

DR. J. SCOTT TODD 
was asked what he thought about the disease. 

“J have not bad time to make a study of the 
disease Known as la grippe,”’ he said. “I am 
gonvinced, however, that it is nothing more 
than the influenza, which has at times swept 
over this country as an epidemic. That it 
gill come to Atlanta I have no doubt, as all 
the atmospheric conditions are favorable to it. 
The rumors of the wuumber of deaths 
gaused by tho grip in Paris, I feel 
gure28Fs must be greatly © exagerated 
gs the disease is not dangerous. It attacks 
ghe nose, throat and bronchial tubes, and 
gometimes a pationt weakened by it may take

-yegetable matter from destruction, and at the 
game time favoring decomposition and the 
fevelopement of the organic germs which by 
pgome are taken to be tho cause of the disease.

KIT WARREN DEAD. 


ANOTHER STAR AMISS IN THE FIR- 
‘mM AMENT , 


Of Southern Literature—After a Long and 


Useful Life, One of Georgia’s Most Excel - 
lent Journalists Passes Away. 


Another star has gone out in the firmament 
of southern literature. 

When, in the pallid dawn of the moming 
yesterday, the gentle spirit of Kit Warren 
passed away, there was left vacant a chair that 
will never ba filled. 

Pure and stainless as was his life, his death 
was but a crowning triumph of the glory and 
beauty of true manhood and unassuming 
greatness. 


Perhaps there was no man in the south his 
equal in certain humorous traits, certainly few 
his equivalent in sound philosophy and char- 
itable good sense. 

To know Kit Warren was’ to love him, 
although many people loved him who had 
never looked upon his face. He was as genial 
asthe sunshine, as quiet and unassuthing as 
the winds of April that whisper to the blos- 
soms to wake up and bloom again. 

Away back in 1829, on the 
sixth day of October, he was 
born the youngest of three brothers, the 
sons of Rev. Kittrel] Warren, in Clarke county, 
Alabama. The eldest brother is now the Rev. 
Dr. E. W. Warren, the beloved pastor of the 
First Baptist church in M acon, the second was 
Rey. Dr. E. i. Warren, who died years ago. 

When Kit, the baby boy, was quite a lad 
his parents removed to Houston 
county, Georgia, and there the early 
years of Kittrell J. Warren were spent. 
His father died and the mother and 
her youngest boy removed to Lee county, 
where Dr. E. W. Warren was then established 
asa lawyer. Young Kit entered his brother’s 
oifice and studied law. 

When the office of county judge was created 
Judge Kimbrough, the elder, was elected. 
When his term expired Kit Warren was 
chosen to fill his place, For two years he o¢- 
cupied the bench tothe entire satisfaction of 
the people, and when he retired the 
goodness of his heart prompted him 
to secure the place for the 


son of his benefactor, an act that was but in 
keeping with his character. 

Possessed of a liberal education, acquired at 
Brownwood, near LaGrange, Judge Warren 
was eminently fitted to shine in literary’as 
well as legal circles. He began on the Lees- 
burg Telephone, in 1882, and his quaint say- 
ings soon acquired a national reputation. He6 
left Leesburg, and became managing editor of 
the Sumter Republican in 1883. Soon 
after he was offered a prom- 
ising position on the Evening 
Dispatch, at Chattanooga; but, unfortunately, 
that paper was short lived and Kit Warren 
returned to Georgia as the associate editor of 
the Sunny South, this city. While on 
that paper “Kit Warren’s Musings’ 
were copied in the press of 
the country as models of original thought 
and elegant composition. Few people know 
that during the time he was writing those 
sketches his body was tortured by disease and 
his mind by affliction. 

In 1886 he was solicited to accept the posi- 
tion of editor-in-chief of the Macon Evyanin 
News, and he accepted. While connecte 
with that paper his sparkling paragraphs were 
quoted all over the country. 

In October, 1887, he became managing edi- 
tor of the Evening Capitol, of this city, and 
until that paper went under he was the life 
and soul of the editorial department. 

In October, 1888, the Capitol failed, and 
afterwards he « accepted a position 
with the Swift Specific Company, 
which he represented north and west for about 
ten months. 

During the fall of 1889 he returned to At- 
was worn. out with work 
threatened with disease. He ‘went to the 
home of his niece, Mrs. Aleck Beck, ‘and 
there he remained until he died. 

Tomorrow will be two weeks since he was 
confined to his bed, but during all the long 
days of his illness he was bright and cheerful. 
His long friend and distant kinsman, Dr. J. 
W. Janes, attended him and was with him 
eo and night until he died. .

shipped by Undertaker Swift to his old home 
by the banks of the Muckalee, where his hap- 
piest days were spent. He will be buried near 
Leesburg, and Rey. Dr, E. W. Warren will 
conduct the services.

MR. GRADY'S LAST ILLNESS. 


Dr, Orme Talks About It from His Sickbed— 
A Letter from Dr. Guernsey, 

The fact that Mr. Grady was not well when 
he left for Boston is very generally known. 
His real condition, however, was only known 
to Dr. Orme and his immediate family. Ever 
since Mr. Grady’s death, Dr. Orme has been a 
very sick man, and has not been able to see 
anybody. Yesterday he consented to granta 
short interview on Mr. Grady’s sickness and 
death, though he is still confined to his room. 

“T have heard, even here in my sickroom,”’ 
he said, ‘‘all manner of rumors and state- 
ments, which have absolutely no foundation, 
in truth. The facts arethat Mr. Grady died 
of pluero pneumonia. The attack was not of 
such a nature that it would necessarily have 
proved fatal had it not been for his general 
state of physical prostration. 

‘*For a short time before be went to Boston 
he was under my care and before he left I 
begged him not to undertake the journey. 
After he was gone I had veryserious doubts of 
his ability to make the speech and I was 
greatly relieved when I heard he had done so. 
My apprehensions wereso great that I pre- 
scribed a course of treatment forhim and be- 
sides giving him the medicines, I gave him 
the names of physicians I knew in Boston and 
New York, among them was the name of Dr. 
Guernsey, of New York, I received a letter from 
him today in which he said he saw Mr. Grady 
while he was there and he was not at all sur- 
prised at the result of his illness. 

Mr. Inman told Mrs. Grady and she told 
me that several’ times while at 
Washington on the return trip, he 
thought seriously of sending for her, buta 
few minutes after considering it Mr. Grady 
seemed so bright and well that he concluded 
there could be no serious danger. All that 
time Mr. Grady was drawing on the reserve 
force, which enables a man to withstand the 
ravages of disease; and when he reached 
home he had suffered from repeated expos- 
ures, all of which helped to seal his fate.”’ 

‘*Was there any kidney trouble added to the

may have spoken, but I never thought for an

All the reserved force I have 
spoken of was used up and he sank with ap- 
palling rapidity. His brain, too, had been tried 
to sack an extent that the fever immediately 
went to his head and made him delirous.” 

‘‘Was there any operation performed ?” 

“Nothing of the sort was attempted or even 
thought of, as there was no occasion for it. 
was assisted by two excellent physicians, both 
with high reputations in {their own commu- 
nities, Dr. Morse, formerly of Memphis, but 
now of Atlanta, and Dr. Everett, of Denver, 
Col, Weaill d thoroughly on the treat- 
ment. I feel satisfied that if Mr. Grady’s life 
could have been saved by constant care, and 
if he had not used up his vital energy s0 com- 

letely, he would now be alive, As it was I 
on’t think he could have been saved.”’

His Eloquent Words at the Memorial Exer- 
cises on Thursday. 

Mr. John Temple Graves’s eloquent speech 
at the Grady memorial exercises has been dis- 
cussed and praised by everybody. THE Con- 
STITUTION gives it here in full. Upon being 
introduced by Mayor Glenn, Mr. Graves sald: 

Iam one among the thousands who loved him, 
and I stand with the miliions who lam:nt ois 
death. 

I loved him in the promise of his glowing youth, 
when, across my boyish vision he walked with 
winning grace, from easy effort to success. I loved 
him in the flush of splendid manhood when a na- 
tion hung upon his words—and now, with the dross 
of human friendship smitten in my soul—I love him 
best of all as he lies yonder under the December 
skies, with face aa tranquil aud with smile as sweet 
as patrial ever wore, 

In this aweet and solemn hour all the rare and 
kindly adjectives that blossomed in the shining 
pathway of his pen, seem to have come from every 
quarter of the continent to lay themselves 
in loving tribute at their master’s feet; but rich as 
the music that they bring, all the cadences of our 
eulogy 

‘Sigh for the touch ofa vanished hand, 
And the sound of a voice that js still.”’ 

And here today, within this hall glorified by the 
echoes of his eloquence, standing to answer the im- 
pulse of my heart in the roil call of his\ friends, and 
stricken with my emptiness of words, I know that, 


} when the finger of God touched his eyelids into 


sleep, there gathered a silence upon the only lips 
that could weave the sun bright story of his days, or 
mete sufficient eulogy to the incomparable richness 
of his life, 

I agree with Patrick Collins that he was the most 
brilliant son of this republic, If the annals of these 
times are told with truth, they will give himgplace 
as the phenomenon of his period, the Admirable 
Crichton of the age in which he lived, No elo- 
quence has equaled his since Sargent Prentiss faded 
from the earth.

His heart 
was the furnace where he fashioned all his glowing 
speech. Love was the current that sent his golden 
sentences pulsing through the world, and in the 
honest throb of human sympathies he found the 
anchor that held him steadfast to ail things great 
and true. He was the incarnate triumph of a 
heartful man. 

I thank God, as I stand above my buried friend, 
that there is not one ignoble memory in all the 
shining pathway of his fame! In all the glorious 
gifts that God Almighty gave him, not one was 
ever bent to willing service in unworthy cause.

With 
all his splendid might he helped to build a hap- 
pier, heartier and more wholesome sentiment 
among his kind.

| az “ELOCUTION oF EXPRESSION.” | 


A School of Oratory and a Few Points of 
Interest About It. 

Probably the finesst teacher of elocution 

in the south is Miss Lelia Richardson. She is & 


jate of the Monroe ‘Echool of Oratory, Bos- 


, and is strongly endorsed by the faculty of that 


institution, as well as the leading educators of the, 


south, In speaking to a CONSTITUTION representy- 
five about her system of instruction she said: 

“The system of elocution thai I teach is called 
‘The Elocution of ;Expression,’ It promotes the 
growth of the whole person, physically, intellcctu- 
ally and morally. Dr. Charles Wesley Emerson, 
president of the ‘Munroe College of Oratory,”’ in 
Boston, where I was a student, is the author of the 
system. After graduating from the first school of 
oratory in Paris and other schools, and having de - 
voted twenty years of his life to teaching the art, 
in addition to this, his thorough knowledge of the 
human body, he being a distinguished M. D., he 
bas formulated the system of clocution now taught 
at the “Munroe College of Ofatory.”’ 


The ‘Pi:ysical Culture” taught is based on the 


jaws of reflex action and responsiveness, and 
claims to make the body a unit, every muscle 
working in barmony with every other muscle, thus 
giving perfect ease and grace tothe movements of 
the body as they respond unconsciously in gesture 
to the feelingsof the soul, 

“The ‘Voice Culture’ is taught by directing ithe 
sound to the waves, asystem of echoes giving a res- 
onance pure and full. it has been found that 
bringing the voice thustothe front of the face 
opens the throat, frees all the passages and takes 
away all effort and pain from the throat in speak- 
ing, besides giving a roudnness and richness to the 
tones which cin be produced in no other way, Di- 
recting the sound to the waves does not give what 
is generally termed a ‘nasal’ tone, that tone being 
produced by closing the throat and splitting the 
soft palate. 

‘After the voice and body are thus tuned the en- 
tire attention is g.ven to the thought and feeling of 
the matter to be presented, justas we forget the 
instrument in the music, 

“The system is divided into four stages, through 
which we grow, viz; the colossal, melodramatic, 
realistic aud suggestive. This order is deduced 
from the history of all art throughout the ages, based 
on the fact that ‘every individual repeats in himself 
the history of the race.’ 

“The firs’ expressions of art forms we find in Egypt 
thatmother of all arts. These were all colossal 
manifestations of energy and strength, asin the 
pyramids, temple of Thebes, statue of Minerva 
forty feet high—in religion, the God of Thunder; 
every thing tended toimmensity. 

“The next stageofart we find in Assyerfa, the 
melodramatic stage—here the entire idea was to 
attract attention, melodramatic effects, monstros!i - 
ties or art, viz: a man’s body with the head ofa 
beast, men with four arms%o denote strength. 

“The third or realistic stage we find in Greece 
The object here was to represent fact without orna- 
ment, simply to copy creature. The study of anat- 
oniy was largely entered iuto that they might get 
every muscle in place. Instead of the huge statues 
they narrowed their statues Gown to the size of 
man. 

“It remained, however, for Phidias!to usber in the 
fourth and last etage ofart. He said: ‘Let us make 
statues who feel, love, bate, that represent some~ 
thing to the mind of man.’ Thus begun the sug- 
gestive, which is inexhaustible in its study. The 
purpose of all art is to grow through the three 
stages, that we may reach the suggestive. . 

“In studying an author we must live fn the atmos- 
phere—strive to think bis thoughts, and breathe 
his very spirit, that we may not misrepresent him, 
In oratory the object is to paint mental p-ctures 
which will far surpass in intensity and strength 
the grandest ever given to the canvass.

Mr Katia Holliday, Birta, Ark.: I wish to say to 
hose wo have written to mea wishing to learn the 
art of changtug photographs or lithographs into oil 
paintings On glass (hat I have answered all letters 
received. Ifany falls to hear from me 1 fear it will 
be on account of address, I had a great deal of 
trouble with someotthem. I hope those‘writing to 
meon this subject will “enclose stamped seff- a:l- 
dressed envelopes instead of stamps Any one fail- 
ing to get an answer please write again. I would 
be pleased to her from some of the Florida sisters 
who have sea shells toexchange. I give a splendid 
receipt for apple butter, I hope some of the sisters 
will try it, itis so nice. Cook apples and rub 
them through a sieve (or box with wire bottom). 
Next day take four gallons of the apples that have 
been rubbed through the sieve, a dollar’s worth of 
sugor, one gallon of gocd vinegar; put all together 
and cook most all day, stirring constantly. When 
done add cinnamon oi! to taste. I like apple but- 
ter made this way much better than cider apple 
butter. We usea large copper botjom pan just as 
large as the top of the stove with wooden sides, and 
will hold ten gallons when done; any tinner can 
make oue; also take a nice, clean plank one foot 
long, six inches wide, bore the plank full of boles, 
put a long handle in it like a hoe, We use two of 
these ali the time tostir the butter with.

COMPTROLLER-GENERAL WRIGHT? 
WANTS TO KNOW WHY. 


There Seems to Be a Clash Between the State 
and County Authorities—Depaty Sheriff 
Perkerson Talks. 

Comptroller-General Wright yesterday re- 
tained Lawyer John W.Cox to see that the 
levies ordered on railroad property for the 
nop payment of taxes are duly made aad the 
laws enforced. 


Lawyer Cox called on the sheriff and re- 
ferred him to the law which prohibits his en- 
tertaining or considering any claims of 
illegality until the amount of the taxes due 
have been paid into the treasury. This measure 
was deemed necessary by Comptroller 
Wright as the property levied on belonging to 
the Atlanta and Florida road will soon be sold 
unless the taxes are paid. And in their case a 
plea of iilegality would not prevent the neces 
sity of depositing the amount of the taxes in 
the state treasury until the courts settle the 
question. 

Comptroller Wright is also much annoyed at 
the failure of the sheriff to comply with his 
order to levy on any Pullman Car company in 
Atlanta. The order was issued last Tuesday, 
and as yot no effort has been made to comply 
with its dictates. 

The comptroller said yesterday that the law 
did not permit the sheriff to exereise in 
the slightest his own judgment; he was ord- 
ered to levy on certain property and if he failed 
todoso he was amenable to be ruled, and 
the first thing tomorrow Comptroller Wright 
intends to ascertain why the sheriff acts on 
his own judgment instead of on his orders. _ 

THE OTHER SIDE. : 

Deputy-Sheriff Perkerson said that he had 
the necessary papers in his pocket but he had 
not levied because Mr. Kontz wished acar 
which isused between Chatanooga and At- 
lanta, to be levied on and 1t had not been in 
town for several days. The Pullman com- 
pany’s lawyer will be here ina few days pre. 
pared to give the necessary bond. 

Comptroller-General Wright yesterday 
granted the request of the Providence infirm- 
ary and submitted the legality of the taxes he 
has imposed to the attorney-general for arbi- 
tration. The infirmary, which is managed in 
conjunction with the Southern Medical col 
lege, claims that it cofnes under the law free- 
ing all charitable institutions from taxation. 
The comptroller insisted on their paying taxes, 
because, he said, they received payment for 
the services rendered and were therefore not 
strictly speaking a charitable institution. As 
the infirmary only charges for their actual 
outlay and not for medical’service or attend- 
ance. The comptrolar was petitioned to refer- 
the matter tothe attorney-general, to which 
he consented. 

The tax receipts were much greater than 
usual yesterday. The amount received was 
$55,000. Fulton county paid in $35,000 of this 
sum, which is the largest payment so far made 
by uny county in one day.

MANY PRISONERS FOR UNCLE SAM. 


More Than Fifty Well Known Texans Under 
Arrest. 

GALVESTON, Texas, December 28.—The 
United States courtroom here presented a 
lively sight last night. The late United States 
grand jury indicted about sixty-two citizens of 
Fort Bend county under the civil rights act, 
on a charge of running Ferguson and six other 
colored citizens out of the county. 

Beside this twenty-six citizens of Rich- 
mond were indicted by the same jury, charged 
with murder. This charge grows out of the 
late Richmond riot, which resulted iu the 
killing of Sheriff Garvey, Blakeley and Frost 
a few months ago. : 

United States Marshal Dickenson arrived 
late last night with about fifty prisoners from 
Richmond. Twenty of thesqare under in- 
dictment for murder, and they can not be ad- 
mitted to bail unless by the consent of the 
judge of the court. ; 

There was no trouble in securing bait for 
thdse who could be bailed. W. D. Cleveland, 
of Houston, and Mr. Cunningham, of Fort 
Bend, well known capitalists, telegraphed 
to capitalists in this city to furnish 
all bonds that might be necessary. Be- 
sides this a number of those under indictments 
had their own personal friends in this city, 
and some twenty or more of the wealthiest 
men of fort Bend county came down with the 

risoners in order to provide the necessary 

ail, which aggregated over $1,000,000. 

A number of the wealthiest business men of 
Galveston were present in the courtroom and 
stayed there tillafter midnight signing bonds. 

Telegraphic communication was imme- 
diately commenced with Judge Boardman at 
Shreveport, La., with a view of releasin 
those charged with murder on bail. The Unite 
States district attorney indorsed the recom- 
mendation for bail, and as soon as Judge 
Boardman is heard from their release is ex- 
pected. 

Those indicted for murder and still in cus- 
tody embrace some of the leading white citi- 
zens of Fort Bend county, all of whom are 
confident of an honorable acquittal when their 
cases are tried.

A Peculiar Story Comes 


Carolina. 


CHARLOTTE, N. C., December 28.—Theore is 
considerable stir in Kershaw county, South 
Carolina, caused by the appearance there of two 
strangers, whosay they have been specially come 
missioned by John Sherman, of Ohio, 
to dig up the rich treasure which was 
buried there in February, 1865, when Sherman’s 
army passed through this state. The two men say 
they aré from Ohio, and they have already em- 
ployed a number of negro laborers, who with spade 
pick and shovel, are fast turning over earth in 
search of the bag containing the precious stuff. 

It is said that abouta month before the close of 
the late war, when Sherman's army passed I

canvas bag full of gold buried. The bag was placed 
in a big pot and put down fifteen feet in the ground.

A PROHIBITION PROCLAMATION,

Concorp, N. H., December 28.—Governor 
Goodell today issued the following extraor- 
dinary proclamation : 

In view of the various heinous crimes which have 
been committed in our state within the past few 
weeks, directly traceable to the use of intoxicating 
liquors in thesale of which criminal laws have been 
constantly violated; now, therefore, | warn all per- 
sons engaged in this illegaljand deadly traffic to 
desist therefrom immediately and I call upon the 
attorney- general of the state, solicitors and sheriffs 
of counties, mayors of cities and selectmen and all 
other officers throughout the state and upon all 
good citizens of every party to unite in one supreme 
eftort to close up and suppress every liquor saloon 
of every description within our borders. Let no 
guilty man escape. 

*‘Numerous decisions of our supreme court attest 
the constitutionality of our prohibitory liquor 
laws. Letthem be vigorously enforced that our 
people may enjoy the great benefits which are sure 
to follow. AndIcannot refrain from ing all 
churches, temperance organizations and all persons 
who desire the best good of our commonwealth to 
redouble their efforts to promote personal sobriety 
eud temperance amongst our people.” 


RAINS AND THE GULF STREAM. 


The Warm Ocean Current Has Changed Its 
Course of Late. 
From American Notes and Queries, 

Is it true that the gulf stream has changed 
its position recently, and that the exces- 
sive rains of the last two years have been 
the consequence? This question has been 
the subject of no little comment during tho 
past year or two, and much of the lit- 
erature published concerning it has been of 
a character that either misleads or exagger- 
ates. That the position of the gulf stream 
has changed is certainly true; it changes 
not only with the season, but it also changes 
with the moon. Not only does its axis shift 
back and forth during the month and the sea- 
son, but its temperature, velocity and density 
are equally capricious. These are facts that 
have been developed during Lieutenant Pills- 
bury’s survey,although they have been matters 
of speculation for many years. Furthermore, 
the drift of this current may be pushed in any 
direction or accumulate in almost any locality, 
according to the direction and persistency of 
the wind. 

But to assert that there has been any perma- 
nent change in the position and direction of the 
guif stream during recent times, is to make a 
claim that isuntenable. Possibly, in the future, 
the precession of the equinoxes may 
affect the axis and volume of the cur- 
rent, but even this is a matter 
of speculation. Possibly, too, the unusual 
accumulation near the eastern shores of the 
United Statesfof abnormally warm water, that 
forms the drift of this current, may have had 
much to do with the sultry weather and exces- 
sive rains along the north Atlantic coast, but 
this is also, at present, a matter of speculation 
rather than science.

The Other Side Is Not Pathetic—Her Broth- 
@ ers, St Is Said, Use Her as a Blind Be- 
cause She Is a Woman. 


_ A white woman in jail! 

Not only that—a widow anda mother, a 
woman whose hair is turning gray. 

More than that—a woman charged with a 
trivial offense against the national reyenue 
law, ber first offense, and that violation of law 
prompted by abject poverty and gratitude toa 
benefactor. 

More than that,even. A daughter was dy- 
ing of cancer, and the mother was her only 
nurse. This was a poor woman, an igno- 
rant woman, and had lived from her girl- 
hood ina mountain country where the very 
air inspired defiance of the revenue law. She 
is snatched from her dying daughter’s bedside, 
brought here a hundred miles from home 
amongst strangers and without friends, and 
locked up in a great county jail with men and 
women, white and black, of the most aban- 
doned and depraved classes. 

The story will readily be recognized as that 
of Mrs. Victorine RK. Henderson, the white 
woman recently arrested for running an illicit 
distillery in Habersham county. 

She had been tried for complicity in a mur- 
der, aud Judge Estes, of Gainesville, had 
cleared her. She had no means of supporting 
her family decently—no hopes of ever being 
able to pay her lawyer and benefactor. Final- 
“4 she hit upon the plan of the distillery. 

‘here was money in it. That was her only 

te sa of ever being able to pay her lawyer. 

he tried it, and was detected and sent to jail. 
THE OTHER SIDE OF IT. 

That is one side of the story. 

Itis probably the more interesting side— 
certainly itis the pathetic side. That’s the 
way she told it. 

But there were some points, even in her 
pitiful story, that were anything but pathetic. 
The most striking example of this is in the 
fact that the murder with which she was 
charged was the murder of her own husband. 

But the other side of the story is made up of 
facts that the prisoner didn’t refer .to at all. 
A glance over the official papers also shows 
that upon some points, several points, the 


female hshiner was—mistaken. 
For exaingle: 
So far froumthie being her first offense she 


boasted to the commissioner before whom she 
was tried, proclaimed it defiantly in open 
court, that ‘‘off and on’’ she had run a still for 
twenty years. 

She very coolly, and with equal publicity, 
gave expression to her belief that ‘“‘the jedge in 
Atlanta never would convict er white woman, 
an’ they might as well let her go home.”’ 

Judge Estes’ part in the matter, aside from 
her own story, is a very Vague quantity, Her 
gratitude to him—but, after all, thereis no 
way of proving we that she did not feel 

rateful. It is possible that she intended giv- 
ing him some of the money. It does not effect 
this statement that she had been making 
money at it for some time, and that none of the 
money bad found its way further than herown 
pockets. 

Commissioner Gaston, before whom the case 
was tried, says that Mrs. Henderson had been 
reported to him several times before she was 
arrested. 

He says that she had sold whisky about 
Toccoa and Clarksville for some time, and the 
people of those towns and the surrounding 
country wanted it stopped. 

JHe says that she is a sister of the Dodd 

oys, notorious blockaders in Habersham 
county, and that she is merely used as a blind 
by @e boys. They believed that, because she 
is 2 woman, her violations of the law would 
be overlooked, or treated lightly. 

Her own boast that the judge would not 
send a white woman to jail shows that she 
shared this feeling of contidence.

: she was arrested she refused to ac- 
cept bond. Shedoes not deny running the 
still and relies blindly on the fact that 
she is a white woman and that public sympa- 
thy—even the sympathy of the judge—is 
bound to be with her.

Whatthey are inasmall degree tha 
fertile Congocountry may become for all the 
race. There is no let or hindrance to the going 
of the negro. The white people of North Caro- 
lina bear95 per cent of the burdens of taxa- 
tion for public purposes and schools, the ne- 
groes 5 per cent.

4 PAN-HELLENIC ASSOCTATION OF 
ALL THE FRATERNITIES

In Atiania—The Proposition Received with 
Favor on All Hands—The Club in Bir- 
mingham, Ala, 


Colonel L. J. DaPre, editor of the Birming- 
ham News, wasa prime mover aud charter 
momber of the first Greek Letter fraternity 
chapter in the south. 

That was iu 1846 at the university of Ala- 
bama, and the old gentleman—be insists that 
he is older than he looks—atill wears his D. kK. 
E. badge as a treasare beyond price. 

Since then he has beon prominent in fra- 
ternity conventions and alumni gatherings— 
Greek letter affairs in general—and is stillan 
snthusiast, He tells some very interesting 
stories, too, about the pioneer fraternities. 

ITe was talking a few days ago about the 
Pan-Hellenic club in Birmingham. 

“Wroll, sir,” he said, “I had no idea there 
wero so many fraternity men in Birmingham. 
We have one hundred and twenty-three mem- 
bers in our club, and every one of them is an 
active member. More than that, the mem- 
bership keeps increasing. Before we stop we 
shal! have every Creek letter man in Bir- 
pringham.’’ 

The colonel grew reminiscent then. 

“The club,” said he, ‘was formed under 
rather peculiar circumstances. One day I 
published a little card, calling on the frater- 
nity men of the city to meet at the Caldwell 
bouse. It was intended to be merely a social 
gathering, end the idea of any sort of an or- 
yanization had never occurred tome. About 
forty-five gentlemen met in response to the 
call, and i never spent a pleasanter evening In 
all my life. The idea of a: nent organi- 
zation was suggested, and iook like wild 
fire. They were enthusiastic about it. The 
club was started then and there, and is now 
one of the best clubs in the city. We meet 
twicoa month. At every meeting a2 mem- 
ber is sclected to speak upon a_ sub- 
ject of his own cheosiug. Beyond that 
the programme is informal. We discuss the 
views of the speaker, talk politics, religion, 
poetry and what not. 

“We have quite a number of fraternities 
represonted, und three of our members are 
gradusics of European colleges. Stories are 
told, experiences exchanged, and we have a 
delightful time of it. 

“You see, the Greek letter, men have a 
great «teal in common. Some of the very best 
material in our colleges goes through the fra- 
ternities. The differences that exist 
between the fraternities are all for- 
gotten afterward, and the broader 
fellowship comes natural. You gather to 
gether in this way a jot of educated men, rep- 
resenting all vocations and professions in iife, 
and tho free interchange of ideas is bound to 
be bensticial. No, there couldn't be formed a 
club where ties would be stronger than that of 
common experience and association in the 
coilege fraternities.” 

All this naturally suggested that if Birming- 
ham.could afford sach a club, that Atlanta 
could afford a much better one—thatif the 
plan worke weil in Birmingham, and in a 
great many cities north, that it would neces- 
sarily work even better in Atlanta.

Mresrs. Epirors; Inasmuch as’ Tur Con- 
STITUTION has published a card on one side of this 
controversy, it séems to be fair and right that it 
should also give its readers an opportunity to hear 
something on the other side. The society doea not 
know any ‘‘M, W. Vance,” nor has: he the etithor- 
ity to speak for the soeiciy, and his utierances do 
not represent the sentiments of the American Bap- 
tist Publication soelety. I, therefore, ask you to 
publish the following editorial from the last issue 
of the Baptist Courier, the sprightly and able organ 
of the Baptists of South Carolina... The Courier is 
owned and edited by Colonel James A. Hoyt, who 
is one ofthe most active, intelligent. and influen- 
tial laymen In the southy and has been = the presi« 
Cent of the South Carolina Baptist state convention 
for years.

The Courier says : 

The comtroversy in regard to Sundey school pub- 
lications has assumed a new shape. The American 
Baptist Publication society is being vigorously at- 
tacked through. secular ouenals in the sontbern 
stutes, and the mode of wartare adopted is akin 
to the most contemptible methods of the pot- 
house politician. The occasion for this fresh as. 
sault upon the Publication society was the employ- 
ment of three negro preachers to write articles for 
the Baptist Teacher upon themes wholly uncon- 
nected with disputed toptes. These articles’ were 
ns follows: “Endued with Power,” Rev. KE. K. 
Love, of Savannah, Ga,; “Divine Man,” W. 8. 8tnr- 
mous, Louisville, Ky.; “Obeying the Ord'nances,’’ 
Key..Walter H. Brooks, Wasuington, D.C. No one 
can object to the topics chosen, nor is it within the 
range of ge ee eae thata single sentence would 
mmect with condemnation by the most uncompro- 
nmvising ultraist. Batthe men chosen to do this 
work for th® Baptist Teacher, which circulates so 
largely in the southern states, are beyond question 
and very rightly in bad odor among the Bapilats of 
the soutn for their abuse and denunciation of the 
white people. They took a prominent share in the 
wholesale vituperation at Indianapolis this fail, 
and we are irce to say thatthe employment of these 
men, if intended toregounize their bitterness and 
hatred of the southern whites, would be an insult 
and injury for which there is no reparation. But 
what are the facts? Every man familiar with the 
matter knows that engagements to 
write articles for Sunday school 
heips are made considerably in advance of their 
pubiication, and often many months iu advance of 
their announcement. In the present instanoe, 
forty-five writers were chosen for special work, not 
as regular contributors to the Teacher, but each one 
was engaged to prepare a brief article on a given 
theme. One-third of these writers are from the 
south; four or five were membersof other denomina- 
tions, and the three negroes. The list was duly an- 
nounced, aud as it came soon after the excitement 
resulting from the incendiary speeches at Indian; 
apolis, the fact that these negroes were thus em- 
ployed quickly gave offense to the friends of the 
Pubtication society, while its enemles were not 
s'ow to avail themselves of the oppertans to assall 
It. Remonstrances were promptly forwarded to the 
society, and it wasinstantly conceded that a mis- 
take had been made. Ifa Geliberate insult was in- 
tended, as is attempted to be shown, then why the 
prompt reversal of the society's action? The au« 
nouncements were withdrawn, and it has been 
openly proclaimed that the articles will not be 
printed in the Teacher. Can anytbing more be 
done? It was an unqualified and exceedingly wn- 
fortunate mistake, but the only reparation that is 
possible has been made with the utmost celerity 
amd sincerity. 

But what else has taken place? As already inti- 
mated, an effort ils making to undermine the Pub- 
lication society, in the estimation of its southern 
friends and patrons, and resort is had toa secular 
newspaper to begin the crusade, The Atlanta 
Journal isthe chosen wedium, and with. large head 
lines itis announced that “theincendiary negro 
agitators’ are “employed to illuminato the serip« 
tures for white Sunday schools,’’ and then follows 
aun abusive and defamatory article, with sensational 
statements and inferences which are not justiffed 
by the facts. Ot course, we do not question the 
right of the Atlanta Journal to assault the Publica- 
tion society, if it chooses todo &, but there are 
some queer things connected with its attack, aud 
with the newspaper itself, which seem to usas 
meriting expianation. The issue of the Journal for 
December 5th, containing the article aforesaid, has 
found its way to a large number of Baptist ministers 
in South Carolina, and, doubtless, in othed@tates, 
with the articie marked by a biue pencil, So that 
the purpose for which it was sent could not be mis- 
taken. Itis quite apparent that our friends were 
the recipients of this favor at the handsof other 
parties tiinn the publishers of the Journal, and i: is 
pertinent toinquire whois so much interested in 
the matter? Is ita repetition of the *‘cirenlar’’ pro- 
grauiune to which we were treated a year ago? The 
business manager of the Ailanta Journal's the bey?
